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PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of  Toronto  : 

As  the  first  charge  upon  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  the 
heartiest  appreciation  of  the  high  honor  which  was  accorded  by 
the  Membership  of  the  Board  in  electing-  me  as  their  President 
for  the  year  1901,  and  in  now  placing  upon  me  the  responsibility 
of  a  second  term.  As  you  know,  the  demands  of  the  position 
are  almost  proportionate  to  the  honor  of  it,  and  the  office,  though 
most  desirable  in  many  respects,  is  by  no  means  a  sinecure.  It 
was  my  firm  intention  not  to  be  available  for  a  second  term,  in 
order  to  make  way  in  the  office  for  others  who  would  be  more 
useful  to  the  membership  and  to  the  community,  but,  having 
left  some  unfinished  work,  it  seemed  impossible,  properly,  to 
withstand  the  pressure  which  was  applied.  A  further  incentive 
was  the  realization  that  I  had  not  fully  responded  to  the  possibil¬ 
ities  of  the  office,  coupled  with  the  hope  that  I  should  be  able  to 
be  a  better  and  more  useful  President  for  the  current  year  than 
for  the  year  just  closed. 

An  annual  address  of  this  kind  naturally  covers  a  wide  field, 
a  Board  of  Trade  being  a  peculiarly  constituted  body,  having 
little  specific  routine  work  and  depending  for  its  usefulness  upon 
keeping  in  touch  with  vital  commercial  questions  and  taking 
such  interest  in  them  as  will  be  productive  of  good.  It  happens, 
too,  that  taking  a  broad  view  of  what  affects  commerce,  the 
Board  sometimes  deals  with  questions  of  high  import  which 
have  only  an  indirect  effect  upon  the  interests  which  it  more 
especially  represents. 

I  shall  try  to  touch  upon  the  work  of  the  Board  during  1901, 
and  the  few  other  matters  which  it  seems  proper  to  bring  before 
you,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  practicable. 

Before  referring  to  any  of  these  matters,  however,  I  desire 
to  express  my  own  very  deep  regret,  and  the  very  deep  regret 
of  the  Council  and  the  Membership  of  the  Board,  generally,  at 
the  great  loss  sustained,  during  last  year,  by  the  death  of  our 
late  First  Vice-President  -  the  first  death  of  a  member  of  the 
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Executive  Committee  since  the  Board’s  foundation.  Mr.  Massey 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  President  of  the  Board  tor  this 
year,  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  those  who  were 
thrown  in  contact  with  him  that  he  would  have  captained  the 
Board  during-  one  or  more  years  of  extraordinary  enterprise  and 
usefulness.  As  you  all  know,  the  Board  passed,  during  the 
year,  a  Resolution  expressing  the  high  respect  in  which  his 
memorv  is  held.  It  is  fitting,  also,  to  refer  to  the  recent  death 
of  Mr.  Walter  S.  Lee,  an  influential  member  of  the  Board  for 
many  years  and  a  most  useful  citizen.  The  Board  has,  also,  to 
deplore  the  loss,  by  death,  during  1901,  of  the  following  mem¬ 
bers  : —

It  would  be  out  of  place  here  to  cite  in  detail  the  long  list  of 
matters  which  have  come  before  the  Council  during  the  vear  ; 
hence  reference  will  be  made  only  to  those  which  seem  specially 
fitted  for  mention  in  this  report.  The  late  Secretary  has  completed 
a  comprehensive  resume  of  the  various  matters  dealt  with  by  the 
Council,  and  this  will  be  in  your  hands  in  the  Annual  Report 
within  a  few  days. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  always  been  on 
Technical  record  in  favor  of  the  vigorous  adoption  by 

Education  this  country  of  the  policy  of  scientific  and  tech¬ 

nical  education.  The  conditions  at  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  20th  century  are  too  rigorous  to  admit  of  any  country 
competing  successfully  with  other  nations,  where  it  depends- 
upon  haphazard,  slovenly  and  unintelligent  methods.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  from  time  to  time,  voiced  its  sentiments  on  this  question, 
and  has  been  served  by  particularly  competent  committees.  The 
importance  of  better  instruction  to  artisans,  and  to  those  who 
have  to  master  the  still  higher  branches  of  mechanical  effort,  is 
being  recognized  by  the  Provincial  and  Dominion  Governments 
to  a  large  extent,  but  it  is  very  much  to  be  desired,  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  country,  that  still  greater  earnestness  be  directed 
to  evolution  along  these  lines  upon  thoroughly  scientific  and 
practical  bases.

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  adopted  a  Resolution  embodying 
the  principle  that  the  remuneration  now  received  by  the  Premier 

of  the  Dominion,  and  by  the  leader  of  the  Op- 
Remuneration  position  in  the  Dominion  House,  is  inadequate 
of  Premier*  for  their  responsibilities  and  for  the  require¬ 

ments  of  their  positions.  The  Resolution  has 
not  been  acted  upon  by  Parliament,  but  it  may  not  be  out  of 
place  to  emphasize  here  how  important  it  is  to  the  country  that 
those  charged  with  the  hig-hest  responsibilities  in  its  administra¬ 
tion  should  be  placed  beyond  all  petty  worries  as  to  their  per¬ 
sonal  financial  positions,  during-  the  time  when  the  country  can 
well  afford  to  employ  their  undivided  interest.  I  am  sure  that 
Parliament  would  carry  practically  the  unanimous  support  of  the 
electors  throughout  the  country  in  making-  this  fair  arrange¬ 
ment. 

It  seems  desirable  to  place  on  record  the  position  of  the 
Board  with  regard  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company.  In  doing 

so  I  desire,  once  for  all,  to  disclaim  any  feel- 
Bell  Telephone  ing  of  hostility  on  the  part  of  -the  Board,  or 
Company  of  any  of  its  officers,  to  the  Bell  Telephone 

Company  as  a  monopolistic  corporation.  The 
unanimous  feeling  of  the  Council  is  that  the  country  will  be  better 
served  by  having,  practically,  a  monopoly  in  telephoning,  for 
reasons  which  are  obvious  to  all.  The  Bell  Telephone  Company 
is  in  a  business  which,  having  regard  to  the  wide  territory  in 
which  it  operates,  is  unique  in  the  naturalness  with  which  every 
one  associates  with  it  the  idea  of  monopoly.  But  because  of 
this  very  position  it  is  necessary  that  its  patrons  should  be  pro¬ 
tected  against  the  Company’s  having  the  power  to  take  undue 
advantage  of  it. 

During  the  last  year  the  Telephone  Company  has  been 
introducing  in  Toronto,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  Province,  new 
“  long  distance  ”  instruments,  for  which  it  has  been  charg¬ 
ing  an  extra  rental  of  $5  per  instrument.  This  came  up  for 
consideration  of  your  Council,  and  their  conclusion  was  that  the 
question  was  one  lying  between  the  user  and  the  Company, 
individually,  rather  than  a  question  in  which  the  Council  should 
interfere.  While  the  charge  seems  excessive,  having  regard  to 
the  extra  cost  to  the  Company  of  the  service,  it  was  recognized 
that,  upon  the  whole,  the  rates  which  the  Company  is  clearly 
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authorized  by  law  to  charge,  in  the  city  of  Toronto  and  else¬ 
where,  are  probably  not  excessive,  although  excessive  prices  are 
put  upon  services  in  various  parts  of  the  city  which  happen  to  be 
more  distant  than  others  from  the  office  which  the  Telephone 
Company  has  seen  fit  to  establish  as  its  central  office,  though  it 
is  very  far  from  the  geographical  centre  of  the  city.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  felt  that  it  was  undesirable  to  put  itself  in  the  attitude  of  con¬ 
ducting  any  petty  warfare  upon  the  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
preferring,  rather,  to  hold  themselves  ready  to  resist,  in  a  strong 
way*,  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Company  to  put  itself  legally 
in  a  position  to  carry  out  what  it  has,  from  time  to  time, 
indicated  it  is  its  desire  to  be  able  to  carry  out.  Just  here, 
perhaps  I  may  be  allowed  to  introduce  a  paragraph  from  the 
Report  of  the  Telephone  Committee  of  the  Council,  which  reads 
as  follows  : 

“In  conclusion,  so  far  as  the  Board  of  Trade  is  concerned, 
and  I  thoroughly  believe  that  so  far,  also,  as  the  municipality  of 
Toronto  and  other  municipalities  of  the  Dominion  are  concerned, 
there  is  anxiety  to  be  fair  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and 
that  company  can  establish,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Governor-in-Council,  that  it  is  not  receiving 
reasonable  profits  on  its  business  in  any  direction,  the  imposi¬ 
tion  of  adequate  rates  would  not  encounter  objection.  In  my 
judgment  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  people  of  the  country 
may,  properly,  consider  that  much  responsibility  rests  with  the 
Dominion  Government.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  essentiallv 
and  always  within  the  province  of  the  Cabinet  to  lend  the  weight 
of  its  influence  towards  protecting  the  manv  from  the  unjust 
exactions  of  the  few.” 

In  1892  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  was  permitted  to  in¬ 
crease  its  capital  stock  from  $2,000,000  to  ^5. 000,000,  and  as  a 
condition  in  granting  the  right  to  this  increase  it  was  provided 
that  “  existing  rates  shall  not  be  increased  without  consent  of 
the  Governor-in-Council.”  On  March  24th,  1897  the  Bell  Tele¬ 
phone  Company  applied  to  the  Governor-in-Council  for  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  increasing  its  rates  generally,  with  discretion  as  to  par¬ 
ticular  application  left  with  the  Company.  The  rates  up  to 
which  authority  to  charge  was  asked  are,  partially,  as 
follows  :

The  above  rates  were  to  govern  as  to  subscribers  located 
within  one  half  mile  of  the  main  and  centre  exchange  in  any  city 
or  town  where  the  Company  has  an  office,  with  provision  for 
extra  charge  for  greater  distance  from  such  centre  exchange, 
and  an  extra  $10  to  be  added  in  all  cases  where  “  metallic  circuit” 
is  required.  Owing  to  very  strong  representations  made  by  a 
committee  of  your  Board,  and  by  a  deputation  from  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  together  with  numerous  deputa¬ 
tions  from  Municipalities  in  other  parts  of  the  Province,  the 
application  of  the  Company  in  the  year  1897  was  refused. 

Last  year  the  Company  had  a  bill  before  the  Private  Bills 
Committee  of  the  Senate,  which  received  a  slight  majority  of  this 
commitee.  This  Bill  applied  for  permission  to  increase  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Company,  which,  in  itself,  was  a  legitimate 
request.  Doubt,  which  was  endorsed  by  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister  of  Justice  had,  however,  arisen  as  to  whether  the 
clause  referred  to  in  the  Act  of  1892  was  operative.  This 
clause  as  previously  mentioned  reads  ; — “Existing  rates  shall 
not  be  increased  without  consent  of  the  Governor-in-Council.  ” 
This  doubt  as  to  whether  any  machinery  existed  by  which 
the  evident  intention  of  the  Act  could  be  brought  into  force 
made  it  seem  opportune  to  the  Council  that,  before  the  Com¬ 
pany  should  be  granted  any  general  extension  of  their  pri¬ 
vileges  whatever,  legislation  should  first  be  put  upon  the  statute 
books,  which  would  make  effective  the  evident  and  wise  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Act.  After  passage  of  the  Bill  by  the  Senate  Committee 
the  good  sense  of  the  members  of  the  Senate,  reinforced  by  the 
feeling  aroused  throughout  the  country  was  such  that  upon  its 
second  reading  in  the  Senate  it  was  defeated. 

I  take  up  so  much  time  with  this  Telephone  situation  simply 
because  of  its  importance,  and  because  it  seems  desirable  to  place 
the  position  of  the  Board  upon  record.  This  position,  which  it 
may  not  be  too  much  to  hope  will  be  unalterable,  is  that  the 
Board  will  resist  every  application  to  Parliament  of  the  Bell 
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Telephone  Company  for  additional  privileges,  until,  with  or  with¬ 
out  its  consent,  legislation  is  passed  making  operative  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  clause  which  has  been  cited.  It  is  no  hardship  to 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  have  its  rates  controlled  by  the 
Governor-in-Council,  but  it  would  be  a  very  great  hardship  to  the 
countryif  this  natural  monopoly  were  given  by  Parliament  theright 
to  increase  its  rates  arbitrarily.  The  Company  was  much  too  suc¬ 
cessful  in  Ottawa,  in  representing  that  the  whole  opposition  to 
its  Bill  sprang  from  the  City  of  Toronto.  It  is,  of  course,  not  a 
question  affecting  Toronto  interests  only,  although  Toronto  did 
the  bulk  of  the  fighting  in  connection  with  the  last  application. 
The  success  of  the  resistance  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company’s 
application  in  1897  and  in  1901  is  now  saving  the  users  of  tele¬ 
phone  instruments  in  Toronto,  I  am  satisfied,  very  little  under 
$200,000  a  year,  and  the  other  Municipalities  throughout  the  Pro¬ 
vince  a  sum  about  as,  or  equally,  large.  These  sums,  it  will 
readily  be  seen  if  well  worth  the  Telephone  Company’s  fighting 
for,  are  well  worth  our  fighting  against.  Had  the  Board  of 
Trade  no  other  claim  for  recognition  in  the  community  than  the 
share  which  it  has  had  in  bringing  about  this  one  result,  its  ex¬ 
istence  would  be  amply  justified.  It  is  no  part  of  my  wish,  how¬ 
ever,  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  the  Board’s  share  in  this. 
The  case  was  most  efficiently  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Fullerton, 
K.C.,  Counsel  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  and 
his  persistent  effort,  backed  by  the  support  of  the  Mayor  and 
Council,  together  with  the  earnest  championship  of  Mr.  E.  F. 
Clarke,  M.P. ,  and  other  members  of  Parliament,  was  most  in¬ 
fluential  and  was  accorded  the  weight  to  which  it  was  entitled 
because  of  thorough  mastery  of  the  subject. 

Members  of  the  Board  are,  I  think,  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  success  of  the  efforts  of  the  Council  in  placing  before  the 

citizens  a  most  complete  statement  of  the 
Industrial  affairs  of  the  Industrial  Exhibition,  in  such 

Exhibition  form  as  could  not  help  but  be  beneficial  in 

securing  the  passage  of  the  By-law.  I  do  not 
desire  to  claim  for  the  Board  of  Trade  all  the  credit  for  the  pass¬ 
age  of  the  By-law,  but  the  Council  is  entitled  to  such  credit  as 
is  due  for  having  done  its  work  in  a  thoroughly  business-like 
manner.  As  you  know,  the  Board  elects  five  representatives  to 
the  Industrial  Exhibition.  In  1901  these  representatives  were 
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M  essrs.  R.  Y.  Ellis,  S.  E.  Briggs,  R.  W.  Elliott,  John  Carrick  and 
Geo.  Edwards,  F.C.A.  These  gentlemen  reported  to  the  Council 
on  Nov.  1 8th.  Their  report  was  gone  into  very  carefully  by  the 
Council,  and,  with  its  consent,  referred  back  for  further  work. 
A  second  report  was  given,  and  again,  with  unanimous  consent 
of  all  parties  concerned,  was  referred  back,  this  time  to  a  special 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  James  D.  Allan  (Chairman), 
Edward  Gurney,  S.  E.  Briggs,  Geo.  Edwards,  R.  Y.  Ellis,  John 
Carrick,  H.  H.  Fudger,  R.  W.  Elliott  and  W.  J.  Gage.  The 
aim  of  the  Council,  and  of  this  most  efficient  committee,  of  which, 
of  course,  the  Board’s  representatives  were  active  members,  was 
to  give  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the  position  of  the  Industrial 
Exhibition  as  it  affects  the  City  of  Toronto.  The  Board  is,  I 
was  going  to  say,  indebted  to  the  newspapers  for  their  unani¬ 
mous  co-operation  in  placing  the  question  fairly  before  the  rate¬ 
payers.  It  is,  probably,  preferable  to  say  that  the  citizens  should 
recognize  the  value  of  the  services  of  the  various  newspapers  in 
this  respect.  The  Committee  of  the  Council  pointed  out  many 
interesting  and  not  widely  known  facts  with  reference  to  the 
Industrial  Exhibition.  These  have  all  been  put  before  the  public 
through  every  one  of  our  daily  papers,  but  it  may  be  allowable 
to  cite  the  statement  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  that 
“  The  citizens  have  had  this  magnificent  advertisement  for  23 
years  for  nothing.”  That  is  to  say  that,  valuing  the  present 
assets  of  the  Exhibition  upon  a  fair  basis,  having  regard  to 
its  being  a  “  going  concern,”  the  report  shows  that,  besides 
being  of  immense  value  to  the  city,  the  Exhibition  has  paid  its 
way.  It  was  felt  by  your  Council  that  the  past  year  was  a  critical 
year  in  the  history  of  the  Exhibition,  and  that  if  funds  were  not 
supplied  for  a  pronounced  forward  step,  the  “  Great  Fair,” 
suffering  from  lack  of  interest,  would  dwindle  and  gradually 
become  of  comparatively  small  importance.  Perhaps  I  may 
be  allowed  to  suggest  that  very  many  citizens  of  Toronto 
have  allowed  themselves  to  regard  the  Exhibition  frivolously,  to 
take  a  careless  satisfaction  in  showing  their  superiority  by 
attending  only  once  in  every  few  years,  and  to  belittle  the  Ex¬ 
hibition  as  being  “  the  same  old  thing  over  and  over  again.” 
This  is,  of  course,  a  thoughtless  attitude,  because  while 
there  is,  necessarily,  sameness  in  many  of  the  general  lines  of 
any  Annual  Exhibition,  still,  there  is,  each  year,  much  that  is 
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new,  both  for  entertainment  and  instruction.  If,  however,  this 
were  not  so  much  the  case  as  it  is  I  still  think  that  no  citizen  of 
Toronto  would  be  taking-  too  high  a  view  of  the  duties  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  his  citizenship  if  he  would  make  it  a  fixed  habit  to  appear 
upon  the  grounds  at  least  once  every  year,  if  for  no  other  reasons 
than  for  the  additional  interest  which  is  ofiven  to  an  Exhibi-

tion  by  large  attendance,  and  for  the  influence  which  his  endor¬ 
sement  of  the  enterprise  may  have  upon  others 

In  the  foregoing  I  have  referred  to  the  influence  exercised  by 
the  newspapers,  and,  also,  to  a  suggested  feeling  of  responsi¬ 
bility  on  the  part  of  citizens.  Perhaps  I  may,  without  being 
charged  with  sermonizing  or  immodesty,  point  out  that  there 
is  nothing  tending  more  for  the  up-building  of  any  city  or  of 
any  country  than  the  realization  of  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  those  having  any  influence  whatever — and  I  do  not  know  of 
anyone  whom  this  excludes.  Canada  has  great  natural  re¬ 
sources,  and,  so  far  as  her  physical  condition  is  concerned,  has 
been  so  endowed  by  Nature  that  she  has  nothing  on  that  account 
to  fear  from  the  severest  competition  of  any  nation.  Of  course, 
however,  the  greatest  possession  for  any  country  is  her  men  of 
energy,  of  wisdom  and  of  character.  China  has  great  natural  re¬ 
sources,  and  is  possibly  our  equal  in  that  direction,  but  if  Canada  is 
to  occupy  an  enviable  place  amongst  nations  it  will  be,  principally, 
because  of  the  calibre  of  her  people.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  will 
steadily  progress,  as  we  have  progressed  with  some  rapidity  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  few  years,  in  recognizing  that  we  are  in  competition 
with  the  rest  of  the  world,  and  that  there  is  but  one  standard  for 
excellence  which  should  govern,  and  that  is  the  standard  of  excel¬ 
lence  throughout  the  world.  In  this  way  there  should  be  abso¬ 
lutely  no  better  products  available  than  the  exports  of  Canada  -of 
butter,  cheese,  bacon,  machinery,  manufactured  goods,  and  of 
the  multitude  of  articles  which  now  makes  such  a  lengthy  list. 
And  nowhere  should  there  obtain  a  higher  grade  of  business  in¬ 
tegrity  and  broad  intelligence  than  in  this  new  North  country. 

A  question  was  considered  by  your  council  during  the  last 
part  of  the  year,  which  is  important  not  only  in  itself  but  because 

of  its  involving  the  status  of  Canada  in  the 
Canadian  regulation  of  its  own  concerns.  Copyrights 

Copyright*  occupy,  of  course,  practically  the  same  posi¬ 

tion  as  to  publications  that  patents  do  to 
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inventions.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  Canadians  securing- 
the  benefit  of  proper  patent  legislation,  and  there  should  be  no 
insuperable  difficulty  in  their  securing  the  benefits  of  proper 
copyright  protection.  It  is  only  a  superficial  view  that  regards 
this  as  a  question  concerning  publishers  only.  It  relates  actually 
to  the  non-employment,  in  Canada,  of  a  great  deal  of  labor 
which,  if  the  handicap  were  removed  by  proper  copyright  legis¬ 
lation,  would  be  employed  here  to  the  benefit  of  our  own  people. 
I  am  not  competent  to  enter  into  the  severely  legal  aspect,  but 
a  very  circumstantial  statement  of  the  case  was  submitted  to  a 
meeting  of  the  Wholesale  Booksellers  and  Stationers’  Section 
and  Allied  Trades,  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  Board  a 
short  time  ago.  This  meeting  adopted  a  Resolution  asking  your 
Council  to  endorse  the  statement  made,  and  requesting  us  to 
forward  copies  of  the  Resolution  to  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  other 
cities  in  Canada,  with  the  request  that  they  join  in  the  memorial 
to  the  Government.  The  late  Sir  John  Thompson,  who  was 
peculiarly  fitted  to  deal  with  a  constitutional  matter  such  as  this, 
secured  the  passage  of  the  Copyright  Act  of  1889,  which, however, 
failed  to  receive  Imperial  sanction.  In  1895  Mr.  Hall  Caine 
came  to  this  country  as  the  accredited  representative  of  the 
English  authors,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Dalby,  representing  the 
English  publishers.  After  a  conference  held  between  these  gen¬ 
tlemen  and  the  Canadian  publishers,  paper  makers,  printers  and 
book  binders,  a  draft  Bill  was  completed,  regarding  which  Mr. 
Hall  Caine  announced,  “An  understanding  had  been  reached 
with  the  Canadian  publishers.  It  was  a  compromise,  and  if  the 
lines  suggested  were  followed  would  meet  with  general  satisfac¬ 
tion.”  This  Bill,  however,  did  not  become  law,  owing  principally, 
perhaps,  to  Sir  John  Thompson’s  death,  and  the  industries 
of  the  publishers,  paper  makers,  printers  and  book  binders  of 
the  Dominion  are  greatly  prejudiced  for  the  benefit  of  kindred 
interests  in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  but  particularly 
in  the  United  States.  I  desire,  therefore,  to  emphasize  the 
benefit  which  may  be  had  for  this  country  if  the  Government 
will  take  up  this  question  with  the  seriousness  and  energy  to 
which  it  is  entitled,  and  see  not  only  that  proper  legislation  is 
passed  in  Canada,  but  that  such  influences  shall  be  brought  to 
bear  as  will  secure  the  Act  against  disallowance  in  the  Old 
Country. 
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It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  all  business  men 
that  we  seem  to  have  reached  the  point  where  the  tariff  has 

finally  been  taken  out  of  politics.  That  is  to 
Development  of  say,  that  the  means  by  which  commercial 
Our  Industries.  prosperity  may  be  best  secured  and  held  is 

now  considered  too  big  a  question  to  be  played 
with  for  party  advantage.  And  inasmuch  as  the  tariff  was  one 
of  the  great  questions  before  the  country  upon  which  parties 
were  able  to  divide  with  considerable  fervor,  and  whereas  no 
such  question  is  now  before  the  country,  it  seems  very  desirable 
that  public  attention  shall  be  concentrated  upon  the  best 
methods  for  enhancing  the  development  of  Canada.  In  this  respect 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  if  there  should  spring 
up  a  greater  feeling  of  independence  of  rigid  party  lines.  I  can 
quite  understand  how  those  who  take  an  active  part  in  politics 
should  ally  themselves  with  either  of  the  two  great  parties  in  the 
country,  and  consider  that  their  best  field  for  usefulness  lies  in 
working  in  and  through  a  party  rather  than  outside  of  it.  But  I  can 
not  understand  why  so  very  large  a  proportion  of  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  electorate  should  indentify  themselves  permanently  with 
one  party  as  compared  with  the  other.  Surely,  where  there  is  no 
great  fundamental  difference  between  parties,  as  is  now  the  case, 
the  country  needs  the  benefit  which  will  result  from  any  Govern¬ 
ment  which  may  happen  to  be  in  power  from  time  to  time,  feel¬ 
ing  that  there  is  a  constant  pressure  upon  them  from  the  elec¬ 
torate,  not  only  for  the  safe  administration  of  our  affairs,  but,  also, 
for  the  energetic  prosecution  of  such  well  considered  measures 
as  will  best  promote  prosperity.  As  has  been  said,  the  tariff  is  out 
of  politics,  but  that  is  only  a  passive  state.  It  seems  to  me  that 
what  we  need  during  the  next  five  years,  starting  now,  is  the 
energetic  consideration  by  our  Governments  of  all  the  conditions 
under  which  the  citizens  of  this  country  do  business.  It  will  be 
a  great  day  for  Canada  when  the  strife  between  the  two  parties 
is  wholly  as  to  which  can  best  discover  and  supply  the  country’s 
needs,  and  when  the  electorate  distributes  the  rewards  of  office 
for  success  in  this  direction  and  without  prejudice  as  to  the  name 
the  Party  bears.  All  our  Governments  have  already  shown  con¬ 
siderable  enterprise,  and  what  is  being  said  is  not  intended  as  a 
criticism  of  past  acts,  or  inactivity.  But  the  country  seems  to 
have  reached  a  stage  when  its  possibilities  are  universally  recog- 
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nized,  and  when  public  attention  has  been  interested  in  our 
future.  The  export  of  our  people  seems  to  have  ceased. 
There  are  not  wanting-  signs,  on  the  other  hand,  that 
considerable  numbers  are  coming  into  the  country.  In 
securing  this  immigration,  however,  I  think  it  can  do  no 
harm  to  remind  you  that  we  suffer,  to  some  extent,  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  United  States,  so  far  as  immigration  from 
Europe  is  concerned,  because  our  Government  is  monarchic  in 
its  character  rather  than  republic.  This  state  is,  properly,  a 
source  of  pride  to  all  of  us,  but  it  would  be  foolish  for  us  to 
hide  from  our  eyes  that  it  is  a  handicap  as  to  immigration  in 
the  direction  instanced,  because  immigrants  who  have  suffered 
from  the  restrictive  laws  of  Europe  find  it  hard  to  realize  what 
is  the  fact,  that  there  is  no  greater  freedom  in  the  world  than 
here.  Realizing  it,  however,  as  such  a  handicap,  it  behooves 
those  who  are  charged  with  introducing  and  passing  our  legis¬ 
lation  to  see  to  it  that  this  country  acquires  the  reputation 
throughout  the  nations  of  having  laws  which  are  fair  for  every¬ 
one,  but  which  are  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
/ 

people  within  its  own  borders.  It  is  fashionable  and  easy  to 
find  fault  with  the  attitude  of  the  United  States  towards  us, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  instances  can  be  found  where  their 
actions  would  almost  justify  a  charge  that  they  arose  from  a 
feeling  of  hostility  towards  us.  Such  actions,  however,  I 
thoroughly  believe  are  so  infrequent  as  to  be  the  result  either 
of  accident  or  of  only  a  temporary  sentiment.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  point  of  view  which  we  need  to  get  with  regard  to 
the  United  States,  and  every  other  country,  is  that  their  legis¬ 
lation  is  meant  to  be  adapted  for  their  own  prosperity.  Where 
it  is  not,  their  foolishness  is  to  be  pitied  rather  than  admired. 
Generally  speaking,  I  believe  that  Canadian  legislation  is  good 
for  Canadian  conditions,  but  when  that  is  said  there  is  still 
great  room  for  improvement  — for  taking  up  at  leisure  and 
making  an  exhaustive  study,  one  by  one,  of  our  various  indus¬ 
tries,  in  order  that  Government  may  be  intelligent  upon  them, 
and  may  afford  facilities  for  their  legitimate  expansion.  The 
country  has  made  considerable  progress  during  the  past  few 
years,  but  I  believe  a  period  has  been  reached  in  our  history 
when,  if  those  who  have  to  do  with  our  affairs  are  wise,  the 
progress  which  is  to  be  recorded  within  the  next  ten  years 
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will  be  such  as  is  difficult  of  conception  now.  During-  the 
last  few  years  there  has  been  great  attention  paid  to  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  natural  resources  in  coal,  iron,  pulp,  gold,  silver, 
copper  and  in  other  directions,  and  millions  have  been  spent. 
But  what  seems  to  me  as  of  far  greater  importance,  though 
arising  out  of  the  success  of  this  development,  is  that  the 
attention  of  capital  in  all  directions  has  been  attracted  to  this 
country,  as  affording  unbounded  opportunities.  This  move¬ 
ment  seems  only  to  be  gathering  momentum  as  it  continues, 
and  it  should  be  no  cause  for  surprise  it  we,  heretofore  sober- 
minded,  slow-going  people,  should  soon  find  ourselves  in  the 
midst  of  such  activity  as  we  have  not  previously  known. 
Please  do  not  understand  me  as  trying  to  “  boom  ”  the  country. 
The  growth  suggested  is,  rather,  what  is  expected  from  the 
employment  of  sane  methods  in  legislation  and  in  business, 
and  the  mistakes  which  will  be  made  in  connection  with  this 
progress  are  such  mistakes  as  always  are  made  when  people 
jump  to  conclusions,  adopt  “  boom  ”  tactics,  and  do  not,  every¬ 
one  for  themselves,  study  out  and  master  the  enterprises  in 
which  they  take  an  interest.  Canadians  have  already  a  big 
debit  balance  in  “  Experience  Account,”  and  we  can  afford  to 
go  along  for  a  few  years  without  making  ill-considered  blunders. 

In  order  to  assemble  all  of  the  statistics  which  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  report,  I  now  give  a  few  figures  which  are  simply 
indicative  of  the  progress  of  the  country  as  a  whole.

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  note  the  progress  of 
the  City  of  Toronto.  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  satisfactory  nature 

of  this  progress  and  of  the  rapid  increase  of 
Our  City  population.  We  have,  during  the  last  two 

Affairs.  or  three  years,  seen  an  extraordinary  increase 

in  buildings,  both  for  commercial  and  resi¬ 
dence  purposes.  This  seems  to  have  been  unaccompanied  by 
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any  inflation  whatever,  but  to  have  been  the  result  only  of  legiti¬ 
mate  demands  for  accommodation.  The  city  is  now  so  large  and 
so  attractive,  from  a  commercial  and  residential  standpoint,  that  it 
is  sure  to  get  its  fair  share  of  the  growing  population  of  the 
country.  But  what  is  necessary  for  the  building  up  of  the 
Dominion  in  a  larger  way  is  necessary  also  for  the  building  up 
of  the  city,  if  it  is  to  realize  its  possibilities.  Toronto  has 
natural  resources  in  the  value  and  beauty  of  its  situation,  but  it 
can  only  occupy  the  position  it  should  if  the  City  Council  and 
the  individual  citizen  each  does  a  fair  share  to  help  along  the 
work.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  have  been  singularly  deficient  in 
pride  of  city.  I  believe  there  are  no  more  modest  people  living, 
as  regards  their  own  city,  than  are  Torontonians.  Modesty,  of 
course,  forms  one  in  the  list  of  virtues,  but  there  are  other 
qualities  in  that  list  more  aggressive  and  more  successful,  and 
yet  honest.  Starting  as  we  have,  however,  on  a  period  of  civic 
prosperity,  it  is  very  desirable  that  we  shall  all  be  united 
both  in  making  Toronto  more  and  more  worthy  ot  praise  and 
in  contributing  by  legitimate  methods  to  the  spread  of  her  fair 
fame.  The  city,  with  the  start  it  already  has,  is  capable  of  being 
made  notably  the  most  beautiful  city  on  the  continent,  but  it 
cannot  be  made  so  haphazard.  It  can,  however,  realize  this 
result  without  lavish  expenditure  if  wise  methods  are  employed. 
Our  form  of  city  government,  while  not  ideal,  could  still  be 
made  use  of  for  the  accomplishment  of  very  much.  It  would  be 
out  of  place  here  to  go  into  details  as  to  the  necessity  for  intro¬ 
duction  at  an  early  time  of  a  comprehensive  system  of  sewerage. 
The  vexed  question  of  municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities  I 
shall  also  leave  severely  alone,  believing  that  this  is  one  of  the 
class  of  subjects  to  which  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley’s  remark, 
“Very  much  may  be  said  upon  both  sides,”  may  well  be" 
applied.  The  one  thing  I  should  like  to  speak  about,  however, 
is  comparatively  simple,  and  yet  is  capable  of  being  of  great  use 
to  the  city  if  employed.  The  park  and  driveway  possibilities  of 
the  city  are  very  great,  and  I  should  like  very  much  to  see  the 
Council  take  up  this  question  in  a  comprehensive  and  permanent 
way.  There  are  a  few  gentlemen  who  have  acquired  conti¬ 
nental  reputations  for  their  success  in  laying  out  parks  and  drive¬ 
ways  in  the  large  cities  of  the  United  States.  A  reasonable  method 
for  securing  the  benefits  indicated  for  Toronto  would  seem  to  be 
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to  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  remunerate  one  of  these 
gentlemen  for  spending  the  necessary  time  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  the  beautifying  of  the  city.  These  plans 
could  be  supervised  by  a  committee  appointed,  perhaps,  from 
the  Council  and  individual  citizens,  with  whom  would  lay  the 
final  approval.  The  next  step  would  seem  to  be  the  procuring 
of  legislation  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  few  citizens  as  a 
permanent  commission  to  administer  funds  for  this  purpose. 
Then  a  specified  rate  on  the  dollar  could  be  levied  annually  <  ut 
ot  the  general  taxes  for  application  by  this  commission.  Such 
a  programme  would  not  admit  of  very  pronounced  physical  pro¬ 
gress  being  made  in  any  one  year,  but  it  would  have  the  merit 
of  work  being  done  to  a  plan.  It  is  obvious  that  a  method  such 
as  this  would  show  very  much  more  favorable  results  at  the  end 
of  any  given  period  of  years  than  the  present  sectional  method 
of  doing  work,  though  much  of  the  work  now  done  is  highly 
creditable,  the  fault  in  the  present  system  being  simply  that  it 
is  not  cumulative.  The  Island,  Exhibition  Park  and  surround¬ 
ings,  High  Park  and  its  surroundings  and  other  portions  of  the 
city,  most  of  which  could  be  joined  by  connecting  links,  together 
with  occasional  public  squares,  which  can  now  be  acquired 
more  favorably  than  at  any  later  time,  are  capable  of  being  made 
features  which  would  make  Toronto  known  and  envied  from  one 
end  of  the  continent  to  the  other. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  relations  between  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Corporation 
have  been  very  pleasant,  and  I  shall  not  be  exceeding  my  duty 
in  stating  that  the  Council  of  the  Board  desires  to  co-operate  with 
them,  wherever  co-operation  can  be  advantageous.  The  Mayor 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Council  bear  con¬ 
siderable  responsibility,  and  their  services  are  apt  to  be  too 
lightly  esteemed.  I  believe  that,  for  the  most  part,  they  are 
conscientious  in  the  performing  of  their  duties,  and  represent 
their  constituents  fairly.  It  may,  of  course,  be  that  when  public 
sentiment  rises  to  a  higher  level,  we  shall  get  still  better  service, 
either  from  present  members  of  the  City  Council  or  from  their 
successors.  We  need  in  Canada  a  greater  disposition  on  the 

part  of  business  men  toward  taking  municipal  duties  on 
their  shoulders.  A  little  more  unselfishness  on  the  part  of  the 
average  citizen  in  this  respect  will,  I  believe,  result  most  benefi- 
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cially  to  the  community,  and,  in  the  course  of  a  lifetime,  will  not 
be  found  to  have  been  a  real  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  indivi¬ 
dual. 

I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the  cordial  support  which 
has  been  given  me  by  the  members  of  the  executive, 
Messrs.  J.  F.  Ellis,  First  Vice-President,  J.  D.  Allan,  Second 
Vice-President,  and  J.  L.  Spink,  Treasurer.  These  have  not 
only  given  me  help  particularly,  but  have  been  unremitting  in 
their  efforts,  generalh .  The  late  Mr.  Massey,  who  was  First 
Vice-President  for  most  of  the  year  also  took  a  high  view  of  his 
obligations  as  an  officer  of  the  Board,  and  to  fulfil  them  took 
from  his  own  business  interests  a  considerable  portion  of  his 
time.  At  the  elections  held  after  Mr.  Massey’s  death,  Mr.  Ellis, 
who  was  then  Second  Vice-President,  was  promoted  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  vacated  by  Mr.  Massey  ;  Mr.  Allan  became  Second  Vice- 
President,  and  Mr  T.  G.  Brough,  General  Manager  of  the 
Dominion  Bank,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy  in  the  Council  caused 
by  Mr.  Allan  becoming  a  member  of  the  Executive. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  as  you  all  know,  we  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Edgar  A.  Wills,  who  has  been  the  faithful 
secretary  of  the  Board  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  Mr. 
Wills  has  been  associated  with  the  joys  and  sorrows  and  the 
usefulness  of  the  Board  of  Trade  so  long  that  it  seems  almost  as 
if  it  will  not  be  the  same  body  without  him.  He  carries  to  his 
new  field  the  best  wishes  of  the  officers  and  membership  gener¬ 
ally,  and  I  am  sure  we  all  desire  for  him  a  long  and  prosperous 
career.  As  successor  to  Mr.  Wills  the  Council  appointed  Mr. 
Paul  Jarvis,  who  has  had  considerable  experience  fitting  him 
for  the  position.  The  Council  feels  satisfied  that  the  new 

Secretary  will  be  a  competent  and  useful  officer,  and  I  hope  that 
this  reference  will  be  received  as  a  favorable  introduction  to  Mr. 
Jarvis  by  all  members  of  the  Board. 

Regarding  the  membership,  generally,  1  thank  them, 
most  heartily  for  the  honor  which  they  have  done  me, 

personally,  and  for  the  support  which  they  have  given  to  the 

council  during  the  past  year.  Their  continued  support,  and 

more  and  moie  active  co-operation,  is  invited  for  the  coming 
year,  and  I  am  sure  it  is  not  necessary  to  point  out  the  benefits 
which  will  accrue  to  the  membership,  individually,  and  to  the 
community,  generally,  if,  as  a  body,  we  are  united  and  ener- 
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gene  in  our  endeavors  to  perform  the  functions  which  can  only 
be  performed  by  such  a  representative  committee  of  business 
men  as  constitutes  the  Board  ofTrade. 

I  do  not  like  to  sit  down  without  touching  upon  the  position 
of  Canada  as  part  of  the  Empire.  This  address  has  already 
covered  a  wide  range,  and  may  be  criticised  as  presumptuous  in 
its  scope.  At  the  same  time,  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  has  always  been  broad  in  its  considerations  and  has 
been  a  pioneer  in  many  directions  concerning  the  vitality  of  that 
organization  known  as  the  “  British  Empire,”  which  groups  not 
only  the  “Old  Country,”  but  the  strong  young  countries,  whose 
importance  is  ever  increasing.  There  is  no  need  to  vaunt  the 
loyalty  of  Canada  toward  herself  and  the  other  parts  of  the 
British  Empire.  That  is  so  unquestioned  as  to  be  simply  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  course,  and  is  the  loyalty  of  the  part  of  the  body  to  the 
whole  body.  So  that,  nowadays,  no  one  in  England  or  in 
Canada  thinks  of  placing  himself  in  the  foolish  attitude  against 
which  there  is  a  Scriptural  warning,  viz. :  that  the  eye  shall  not 
say  to  the  hand  “  I  have  no  need  of  thee.”  Thus  I  thoroughly 
believe  that  it  is  universally  taken  for  granted,  practically,  that 
the  British  Empire  as  it  now  stands,  stands  so  forever.  That 
being  the  case,  it  is  for  the  component  parts  of  the  Empire  to 
consider  from  a  large  point  of  view  what  things  make  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  united  interests.  From  this  standpoint  it  is 
not  hard  to  realize  that  not  only  must  selfishness  be  prohibited 
from  entering  into  these  considerations,  but  that,  also,  prejudice, 
however  deep  rooted,  and  precedent,  where  it  does  not  apply, 
must  make  place  for  the  application  of  those  elementary  prin¬ 
ciples,  which  alone  make  for  stability.  The  accomplished  im¬ 
portance  of  Canada,  and  the  increasing  maturity  of  the  new 
commonwealth  of  Australia,  in  conjunction  with  the  recent  union 
of  arms  ot  the  old  and  new  nations,  have  brought  plainly  to  view 
problems  which  have  been  lying  dormant  or  have  not  pressed, 
as  they  now  press,  for  not  too  long  delayed  solution. 

These  problems  should  be  approached  only  with  open  minds. 
When  they  are  so  approached  I  believe  it  will  be  recognised  that 
the  positions  occupied  by  Canada  and  Australia  in  the  Empire, 
while  they  have  been  reasonable  hitherto,  are  not  positions  in 
which  they  can  properly  be  allowed  long  to  remain,  having  re¬ 
gard  not  only  to  inherent  justice,  but,  also,  to  what  will  be  best 
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not  only  for  these  countries,  but,  also,  best,  and  in  no  smaller 
degree,  for  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  themselves.  I  should  like 
to  have  the  gift  of  language  to  make  this  point  so  clear  that  its 
sanity  will  be  patent  to  all,  but  I  can  only  say  that  the  idea  desired 
to  be  emphasized  is  the  idea  that  the  British  Empire  is  not  com¬ 
posed,  and  should  not  be  considered  as  composed,  of  one  great 
dominating  country  with  dependencies,  but  that  Canada  and 
Australia  are  entitled  to  a  growing  recognition  as  vital  parts  of 
the  Empire,  and  not  as  dependencies — as  being  governors  as 
well  as  governed.  And  so  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  public  men  of 
Great  Britain,  and  of  Canada  and  Australia,  will  show  the 
highest  type  of  statesmanship  if  they  respond  to  the  inspir¬ 
ation  of  this  epoch,  and  plan  a  comprehensive  system  of 
Government  which  will  admit  of  the  local  internal  concerns  of 
each  country  being  administered  within  the  country,  and  of  Im¬ 
perial  concerns  being  administered  by  a  body  representing  prop¬ 
erly  those  portions  of  the  Empire  which  right  and  capacity  and 
common  sense  indicate  should  be  represented.  Provision  for 
this  constitutes,  of  course,  a  difficult  task,  but,  equally  of  course, 
the  task  is  not  impossible  of  accomplishment. 

Allow  me  just  a  moment  to  refer  to  the  position  of  our  his¬ 
toric  Empire  itself.  In  doing  so  I  can  do  no  better  than  give 
you  part  of  an  editorial  in  the  New  York  Daily  Tribune  of  a  few 
days  ago,  the  editorial  having  been  written  with  reference  to  the 
King’s  recent  speech.  The  quotation  is  * — 

“  Tedious  and  costly  as  the  war  is,  there  is  no  more  thought 
“  of  turning  back  from  it  than  there  would  be  of  abandoning 
“  the  easiest  of  victories  at  the  very  moment  of  triumph.  The 
“  King’s  confident  vindication  of  the  humanity  of  his  soldiers 
“  and  his  announcement  of  the  coming  additional  contingents, 
“  from  the  great  colonies  were  well  calculated  to  call  forth  the 
“  ringing  cheers  which  so  dismayed  some  sticklers  for  cere- 
“  monial  tradition.  As  for  the  rest  of  the  world,  the  royal 
“  speaker  was  able  to  report  unbroken  peace,  and  a  strengthen- 
“  ing  of  friendship  with  at  least  one  great  power  in  the  conclu- 
“  sion  of  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty.  The  hope  of  a  repeal  of 
“  the  Continental  sugar-bounty  systems  will  be  heartily  re- 
“  sponded  to  by  more  than  one  British  colony,  and  the  reference 
“  to  the  Heir-Apparent’s  imperial  journeyings  will  remind  Bri- 
“  tons  the  world  over  of  the  essential  unity  of  the  Empire. 
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“  On  the  whole,  then,  the  occasion  and  the  utterance  were 
‘  such  as  may  well  afford  sincere  satisfaction  to  both  sovereign 
‘  and  subjects.  The  last  two  years  have  been  a  time  of  sore 
‘  trial  to  the  United  Kingdom.  But  every  indication  is  to  the 
‘  effect  that  the  trial  is  such  as  elevates  and  strengthens,  and 
‘  not  crushes.  A  century  ago  hostile  powers  exultingly  pro- 
‘  claimed  the  end  of  England  ;  to  which  England  made  answer 
•  at  Trafalgar  and  Waterloo.  To-day  he  must  be  imaginative 
‘  indeed  who  discerns  the  end  of  either  kingdom  or  empire 
‘  nearer  than  at  any  time  in  centuries.  Rather  will  the  judicious 
‘  observer  pronounce  that,  despite  all  errors  and  losses,  the 
‘  British  throne  is  to-day  more  firmly  based  upon  popular  loy- 
‘  alty  and  love  than  ever  before  ;  that  the  United  Kingdom  is 
‘  more  united  and  more  secure  ;  and  that  the  empire  whose 
‘  martial  airs  encircle  the  world  in  one  unbroken  strain  is  not 
‘  only  greater  in  extent,  but  more  coherent  and  more  potential 
‘  for  permanent  endurance,  and,  we  may  add,  more  worthy  of 
‘  perpetuity  because  of  its  civilization,  its  progress,  and  its  min- 
‘  istration  to  the  freedom  and  happiness  of  the  race.”

REPORTS  OF  TRADE  SECTIONS 


OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRADE  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  TORONTO 


FLOUR,  GRAIN,  MALT  AND  HOP  SECTION. 

Canada  being'  essentially  an  agricultural  country,  the  grain 
crop  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  country  at  large,  and  especially 
to  the  grain  and  flour  section. 

The  harvest  of  1901  was  generally  unsatisfactory  throughout 
Ontario,  owing  to  intensely  hot  weather  during  ripening,  and 
rain  when  harvesting,  resulting  in  a  greatly  reduced  yield  and  of 
inferior  quality.  The  total  yields  of  grain  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  compared  with  last  year  are  as  follows  : 


Fall  Wheat .  16,000.000  bus.  against  23,000,000  bush.  1900. 

Spring  Wheat ... .  5,500,000  “  7,000,000  “ 

Barley . 16,700,000  “  17,000,000  “

The  bulk  of  the  crop  being  required  for  home  consumption, 
the  farmers  have  reaped  the  benefit  of  much  higher  prices  than 
if  sold  for  export  ;  but  the  result  was  not  as  satisfactory  to  the 
dealers. 

The  British  requirements  in  South  Africa  have  given  us  an 
unusual  outlet  for  our  oats  and  hay  at  very  remunerative  prices, 
but  this  only  a  temporary  market. 

Manitoba  has  produced  the  largest  crop  in  her  history.  From 
an  estimated  area  of  2,900,000  acres,  a  yield  of  85,000,000  bush, 
of  grain  has  been  secured,  of  which  about  50,000,000  bush,  was 
wheat,  whilst  her  largest  previous  yield  was  about  28,000,000 
bush.  Thus  Providence  would  appear  to  compensate  for  the 
poor  yield  in  one  section  by  a  bumper  crop  in  another. 
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I  regret  to  notice  the  increased  area  of  damage  by  the  pea 
bug  and  think  representations  should  be  made  to  the  Government 
looking  for  a  remedy,  and  until  one  is  provided  the  sowing  of 
peas  should  be  abandoned  in  all  infected  districts. 

Corn  ;  Owing  to  high  prices  in  the  United  States  the  quan¬ 
tity  imported  into  Canada  has  been  greatly  reduced,  resulting  in 
much  higher  prices  being  paid  to  our  farmers  for  their  coarse 
grains  and  corn,  of  which  the  latter  is  becoming  a  crop  of  greater 
importance  yearly. 

The  car  shortage  is  the  most  serious  disadvantage  under 
which  the  trade  has  laboured  during  the  past  year,  often  entail¬ 
ing  heavy  loss  owing  to  sales  being  cancelled,  as  well  as  heavy 
additional  carrying  charges  incurred.  Government  action  should 
be  asked  to  remove  the  great  distress  caused  to  shippers  by  the 
rail  roads  sending  their  cars  out  of  Canada  when  wanted  here. 
I  think  the  rail  roads  should  be  compelled  to  provide  for  home 
requirements  before  entering  into  foreign  contracts. 

As  reports  from  abroad  indicate  that  Great  Britain  contemp¬ 
lates  putting  a  duty  on  wheat,  representations  should  be  made 
by  this  board  to  the  proper  quarter,  that  grain  grown  within  the 
empire  should  be  exempt  from  this  taxation.

JEWELLERS  AND  SILVERSMITHS 

In  this  branch  of  trade  the  noteworthy  features  ot  the  past 
year  have  been  the  increased  demand  for  goods,  and  the  scarcity 
of  failures. 

So  far  as  volume  is  concerned  it  may  be  safely  said  that  it  tar 
exceeded  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Dominion,  and 
as  a  rule  the  demand  has  been  for  a  superior  class  of  goods  than 
formerly  used  by  our  people 

Prices  have  been  fairly  well  maintained,  although  in  a  tew 
lines  they  were  reduced  towards  the  close  of  the  season. 

The  importation  of  watch  movements,  probably  the  most 
staple  article  in  this  business,  showed  an  increase  ot  $115,580 
over  the  previous  year  and  was  the  largest  since  Confederation, 
as  for  some  years  past  the  demand  for  these  goods  has  far 
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exceeded  the  supply,  and  the  year  therefore  closed  as  it  began, 
with  stocks  exceedingly  low  in  both  the  manufacturing,  whole¬ 
sale  and  retail  branches  of  the  business. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  how  year  by  year  in  this  trade, 
Canadian  manufactured  products  are  displacing  those  of  foreign 
countries.  Our  manufacturers  are  gradually  branching  out  into 
new  lines,  equipping  their  factories  with  the  latest  machinery, 
and  in  nearly  every  line  of  these  goods  they  manufacture  it  may 
be  truly  claimed  that  they  are  as  high  in  quality  and  workman¬ 
ship  and  as  low  in  price  as  any  foreign  products.  To  show  that 
this  is  not  the  case  in  one  or  two  isolated  lines  only,  it  may  be 
stated  that  with  the  exception  of  clocks,  watch  movements, 
watch  tools  and  material,  and  rolled  plate  jewelry,  almost  every 
other  line  of  goods  handled  by  Canadian  Jewellers  is  the  product 
of  Canadian  workshops  and  Canadian  artizans. 

Several  of  our  principal  manufacturers  of  special  lines  of 
jewellery  and  silverware  are  now  exploiting  foreign  markets, 
more  particularly  those  of  Great  Britain,  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  and  with  increasing  and  encouraging  prospects  of 
success. 

As  it  may  be  interesting  to  know  what  goods  belonging  to 
this  trade  are  now  manufactured  in  Canada  we  may  enumerate 
the  following  partial  list  :  -  Sterling  silver,  flat  and  hollow  ware 
of  all  kinds,  electroplated  flat  and  hollow  ware  of  all  kinds, 
watch  cases  of  all  kinds,  gold  and  silver  jewellery  such  as  rings, 
brooches,  ear-rings,  pins,  cuff-links,  studs,  etc.,  etc.,  in  fact 
gold  and  silver  jewellery  of  every  kind  and  description  ;  leather 
boxes  for  holding  watches  and  jewellery  of  all  kinds  ;  show 
cases,  their  trays  and  fancy  fittings.  These  are  a  few  of  the 
principal  lines,  but  there  are  so  many  more  that  want  of  space 
would  prevent  mention. 

It  may  also  be  safely  said  that  the  great  majority  of  the  trade 
have  had  a  profitable  year’s  business.  Losses  from  bad  debts 
have  been  abnormally  small,  and  as  a  rule  credits  have  been 
shortened  up  and  payments  been  more  prompt  and  satisfactory 
than  heretofore.  The  wholesale  jewellery  trade  of  Toronto  has 
abundant  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results  of  last  year’s 
business,  which  as  a  rule  has  been  the  best  they  have  had  for  a 
decade. 
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The  new  year  has  opened  up  with  an  increased  demand  for 
goods,  more  especially  in  Manitoba  and  the  West  where  the 
great  crops  of  last  year  are  certain  to  insure  a  good  trade  during 
the  present  season.  The  outlook  generally  is  favorable  for  a 
large  and  profitable  year’s  business.

WHOLESALE  DRY  GOODS  SECTION 

I  have  the  honor,  on  behalf  of  the  Dry  GoodsSection  of  the 
Board,  to  make  the  following  report  upon  the  business  of  the 
past  year  : 

Steady  advances  during  the  latter  h?lf  of  the  preceding  year 
in  rhe  prices  of  the  raw  material  of  Textiles  (Silk,  Wool,  Cotton, 
Flax  and  Jute)  caused  speculative  buying,  and  the  opening  of 
the  year  found  dealers  heavily  stocked  in  staples,  which  meant 
that  the  trade  of  1900  had  benefitted  in  sales  at  the  expense  of 
1901.  This  was,  however,  more  than  offset  by  the  general 
prosperity  of  our  country,  its  increased  purchasing  power  and 
the  very  marked  demand  for  higher-priced  goods.  The  small 
percentage  of  loss  by  bad-debts  was  also  matter  for  congrat¬ 
ulation. 

Prospects  for  the  year  we  have  just  entered  upon  are  of  the 
brightest.  While  there  is  no  scarcity  of  goods,  there  is  no 
indication  of  over  production  ;  stocks  throughout  the  country 
are  not  heavy  ;  prices  are  normal  ;  buyers  are  operating  with 
confidence,  and  the  phenomenal  development  of  our  mines,  the 
opening  up  of  new  territory  and  immense  resources  furnished  by 
a  bountiful  harvest  in  the  West  justify  confidence  in  the  outlook. 

While  no  formal  agreement  exists,  there  is  a  better  under¬ 
standing  between  competing  firms  and  an  unmistakable  tendency 
to  shorten  terms,  and  reduce  the  rate  of  cash  discount,  which 
has  in  the  past  been  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  value  of  money. 

No  new  questions  of  importance  have  arisen  during  the  year, 
but  I  respectfully  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Council  the 
special  importance  to  the  wholesale  dry-goods  and  kindred 
trades  of  a  change  in  our  method  of  municipal  assessment.

Being-  in  direct  competition  with  Montreal  and  Winnipeg,  where 
a  business  tax  based  on  rental  value  or  floor  space  prevails, 
and  with  trade  conditions  necessitating-  an  investment  of  capital 
very  large  when  compared  with  profits,  the  taxation  of  person¬ 
ality  is  a  question  of  almost  vital  importance  and  one  to  which  I 
hope  unceasing  attention  will  be  given  until  the  needed  legisla¬ 
tion  is  secured.

The  Marine  Section  would  report  a  continued  advance  of  inland 
shipping  business  correlative  with  that  of  the  general  trade  of 

Canada.  It  might  almost  be  said  that  the  ide 
General  in  the  inland  shipping  interests  in  Canada  has 

Interest  and  begun  to  turn.  For  years  there  had  been  a 

IMew  Trade  sensible  decline  in  the  shipping  trade  largely 

owing  to  a  want  of  general  interest  in  its  wel¬ 
fare,  but  now  with  increasing  public  interest,  and  new  sources  of 
trade,  a  new  era  is  opening.  Situated  as  the  Inland  Provinces 
are,  with  the  most  magnificent  waterway  in  the  world,  serving 
as  a  parallel  to  their  lines  of  traffic  from  Lake  Superior  to  the 
Atlantic,  there  is  no  more  important  element  for  the  success  of 
the  general  business  interests  of  Canada,  whether  they  be  farm¬ 
ing,  manufacturing  or  mercantile,  than  the  creation  and  main- 
tenence  of  a  strong  shipping  industry. 

Low  rates  of  freight  mean  increased  profits  to  every  business, 
and  to  the  obtaining  of  these  the  parallel  and  direct  routes  of 
water-carriage  contribute  in  a  way  that  merits  the  attention  of 
every  business  man  whether  he  has  a  money  interest  in  vessels 
or  not. 

The  increasing  development  of  the  natural  resources  of  Can¬ 
ada  is  also  having  a  distinct  effect  in  strengthening  the  position 
of  shipping  investments.  The  legislation  compelling  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  Canadian  timber  upon  Canadian  soil  has  revived  the 
previously  languishing  business  of  lumber  carriage  by  water. 
Lumber  business  on  Canadian  vessels  on  the  Georgian  Bay  has

been  active  throughout  the  season,  and  the  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  lumber  mills  points  to  a  continued  advance  in  this  direction. 

An  entirely  new  class  of  traffic  for  Canadian  vessels  has  also 
arisen  in  the  transportation  of  Canadian  ores  from  Canadian 
mines  to  Canadian  smelting  works.  As  the  present  smelters 
increase  in  activity,  and  others  are  added,  this  freighting  busi¬ 
ness,  which  is  particularly  advantageous  by  giving  another 
staple  business  and  tilling  the  interval  between  the  moving  of 
the  grain  crops  in  the  spring  and  the  fall,  will  be  of  still  greater 
importance. 

The  creation  of  these  two  main  sources  of  new  traffic  will 
strengthen  Marine  Investment,  and  justify  an  increase  of  Cana¬ 
dian  tonnage  to  cope  with  the  increasing  grain  products  of  our 
central  North-West. 

Large  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  passenger  lines 
on  the  Georgian  Bay,  Lake  Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence 
routes,  and  the  merits  of  these  improvements  have  been  at  once 
recognized  by  the  travelling  public,  and  resulted  in  a  great  in¬ 
crease  of  business. 

The  increase  in  vessel  requirements  has  naturally  increased 
the  ship-building  industries.  The  ship-building  plants  at  To¬ 
ronto  and  Collingwood  have  been  in  active 
Ship  operation,  and  a  new  plant  is  expected  to  be 

Building  added  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  In  this  way  the 

shipping  interest  on  the  water  is  accompanied 
by  building  enterprises  on  the  land,  and  the  interests  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  public  are  bound  up  with  it.  A  recent  decision  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  Court  at  Ottawa  respecting  the  American  steamer 
“  Minnie  M.”  has  an  important  bearing  upon  the  progress  of 
this  industry.  It  was  there  decided  that  owing  to  a  technical 
omission  in  the  framing  of  the  customs  tariff  of  1897,  American 
built  ships  can  be  admitted  to  the  Canadian  Register  without 
payment  of  any  duty.  This  anomaly  should  at  once  be  cor¬ 
rected,  for  it  is  an  absurdity  that  while  the  Americans  will  not 
admit  a  Canadian  built  vessel  upon  any  terms  we  in  Canada 
should  admit  their  ships  without  payment  of  any  duty.  I  his 
is  a  matter  which  affects  the  constructing  labor  of  our  country, 
and  all  businesses  interested  in  the  supply  of  material  which 
enters  into  the  construction  and  equipment  of  vessels. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1899  an  Order-in-Council  was 
passed  admitting  American  vessels  to  trade  between  Canadian 

ports.  This  was  done  on  the  representation 
Coasting  that  Canadian  vessels  could  not  take  care  of 

Laws  the  increasing  grain  trade  from  Lake  Superior. 

Largely  by  the  action  of  this  Board  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  reconsidered  the  question,  and  undertook  that  it 
would  not  be  repeated.  Last  autumn  a  similar  request  and 
representation  was  made  to  the  Government,  asking  for  the 
renewal  of  a  similar  privilege  for  American  vessels.  After 
hearing  a  deputation  in  favor  of  the  proposal  the  Government 
declined  the  request.  It  is  to  be  trusted  that  this  is  the  last 
that  will  be  heard  of  any  interference  with  the  coasting  laws  of 
Canada.  Large  additions  were  made  to  the  Canadian  tonnage 
after  the  first  decision,  and  Canadian  investors  felt  assured  that 
they  would  be  as  secure  in  their  employment  in  Canadian  trade 
as  American  vessels  are  in  American  trade.  It  is  this  feeling  of 
security  which  has  led  to  the  enormous  increase  of  the  inland 
American  vessels.  A  similar  increase  will  take  place  in  the 
Canadian  marine  if  the  same  security  is  afforded.  The  coasting 
privileges  in  Canada  are  the  property  of  the  whole  people,  and 
cannot  be  interfered  with  without  detriment  of  all.  Hitherto 
our  coasting  line  has  been  restricted  to  the  1,200  miles  between 
Kingston  and  Lake  Superior  on  the  west  and  the  1,700  miles 
from  Montreal  to  St.  John  on  the  east.  At  great  expense  and 
after  a  long  series  of  years  of  construction  we  have  joined  these 
two  together  by  the  14-foot  canals  between  Kingston  and  Mont" 
real.  The  Canadian  continuous  coasting  line  has  thus  been 
doubled  in  extent  and  in  value.  We  have  made  it,  and  now  if 
the  Government  stands  firm  we  will  build  the  ships  to  use  it.  In 
this  way  the  general  public  of  Canada  who  have  invested  their 
millions  in  the  deep-water  canals  will  receive  a  direct  return  for 
their  energy  and  investment. 

The  deepening  and  improvement  of  this  Harbour  still  hangs 
fire.  Toronto  is  side-tracked  whether  it  be  in  regard  to  the 

grain  carrying  from  the  West  or  the  steel  and 
Toronto  coal  carrying  from  the  Maritime  provinces  for 

Harbour  a  full  sized  vessel  drawing  14  feet,  can  come 

from  either  end  of  the  Canadian  coast  to  just  out¬ 
side  the  island  of  Toronto  but  she  cannot  enter  the  Harbour  ! 
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It  is  time  that  vigorous  and  actual  work  should  be  done  so  that 
the  principal  business  port  of  Ontario  should  be  able  to  take 
part  in  the  great  trade  which  is  about  to  open  up.  Every  interest 
in  the  Province,  the  City,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  should  com¬ 
bine  to  put  right  this  block  on  their  business  future.

WHOLESALE  HARDWARE  AND  METAL  SECTION 

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  necessity  arising  of 
calling  the  Members  of  this  section  together.  This  may.  per¬ 
haps,  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  satisfactory  trade  conditions. 

The  first  three  months  of  1901  were  not  of  very  good  promise, 
the  influences  which  affected  the  latter  portion  of  the  previous 
year,  extending  over  this  period.  Subsequent  to  that,  however, 
the  demand  improved,  so  that  taken  as  a  whole,  the  year  shows 
an  excess  of  sales,  but  generally  speaking,  has  been  marked  by 
declines  in  values,  particularly  in  the  goods  which  may  be  called 
completely  manufactured.  It  is,  therefore,  doubtful  if  the  net 
returns  will  equal  those  of  1900. 

The  country,  takQn  as  a  whole,  is  prosperous,  and  the  com¬ 
munity  evidently  has  money,  making  payments  reasonably  satis¬ 
factory. 

While  a  turn  in  the  tide  has  taken  place  in  Germany  and 
Great  Britain,  there  is  no  let-up  to  the  extraordinary  activity  in 
the  LTnited  States.  Judging  from  the  past,  our  warning  comes 
from  that  country.  It  seems  reasonable,  therefore,  to  look  for¬ 
ward  to,  at  least,  another  twelve  months  of  the  good  demand, 
which  means  prosperous  business. 

It  is  to  be  noted  with  some  satisfaction  that  the  Dominion 
Government  has  taken  action  to  at  least  gather  information  on 
discrimination  and  irregularities  in  freight  rates  It  is  hoped 
there  will  be  some  result.  When  the  dull  wave  again  reaches 
us,  the  burden  imposed  by  the  railway  companies  will  be  less 
easilv  borne,  and  must  cause  a  clamor  which  will  be  felt.

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THE  TANNERS’  SECTION. 

I  he  tanning-  industry  for  the  past  year  has  not  experienced 
any  great  fluctuations.  The  prices  of  raw  materials  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  leather,  have  all  kept  at  fairly  high  figures,  and 
while  hides  eased  oft  somewhat  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
on  account  ot  the  poorer  quality,  as  soon  as  the  quality  began  to 
improve  the  price  advanced  in  accordance,  until  the  closing 
months  found  the  tanners  lacing  a  higher  market  in  some  classes 
of  hides  than  they  have  ever  experienced.  A  healthy  con¬ 
dition  of  trade  has  generally  existed  and  most  of  the  tanners 
have  found  a  ready  market  for  their  product. 

The  prices  ol  harness  leather  were  somewhat  demoralized 
until  after  the  meeting  of  the  section  held  in  July  last,  since 
which  time  prices  have  advanced  to  a  higher  level,  but  the  close 
ot  the  year  leaves  the  tanner  with  little  or  no  margin  of  profit  at 
the  prevailing  prices. 

The  trade  in  sole  leather  was  very  steady  throughout  the 
year  and  while  prices  advanced  from  one  to  two  cents  per  pound, 
dry  hides,  labor  and  materials  advanced  correspondingly  so  that 
the  tanner  was  relatively  in  no  better  position  at  the  end  than  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  principle  feature  of  this  branch  of  the  trade  has  been  the 
change  in  the  demand  from  light  to  heavy  leather,  and  to  such 
an  extent  has  this  become  the  case  that  light  stock  which  in 
years  past  found  ready  sale  at  a  premium  is  now  difficult  to  sell, 
and  heavy  weights  bring  an  advance  over  medium  and  lights. 
The  export  trade  in  sole,  as  well  as  black  leather,  particularly 
splits,  has  been  very  good,  and  while  the  margin  of  profit  is 
small,  the  more  that  can  be  done  of  this  trade,  the  cheaper  goods 
for  home  consumption  can  be  produced.  The  industry  is  gradu¬ 
ally  developing  into  larger  proportions,  and  where  an  increase 
can  be  made  it  is  being  done,  thereby  reducing  the  average  cost. 

While  the  profits  are  smaller  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago 
the  trade  has  not  suffered  in  recent  years  to  the  same  extent  in 
the  amount  of  bad  debts,  which  speaks  well  for  the  trade  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  country  with  which  the  tanners  come  in  contact. 

The  enormous  crop  of  Manitoba,  the  prosperous  condition  of 
the  west  generally,  as  well  as  the  flourishing  state  of  all  trades

throughout  Canada  bespeak  a  very  bright  outlook  for  our  trade 
during  the  coming  year. 

We  do  not  think  it  well  to  close  this  report  without  in  some 
way  mentioning  the  part  which  the  tanners  took  in  connection 
with  the  war  in  South  Africa.  Thousands  of  sides  of  our  leather 
were  made  into  saddles  and  other  military  accoutrements,  as  well 
as  considerable  quantities  of  boots,  leggings  etc.,  and  as  far  as 
we  can  learn,  proved  entirely  satisfactory.  We  should  feel  proud 
that  we  can  manufacture  leather  and  that  we  have  connected 
with  our  trade  men  who  can  build  military  accoutrements  that 
will  pass  the  strict  examination  of  the  military  authorities  at 
Southampton.  Instances  have  been  cited  in  which  shoes  made 
in  Canada  have  seen  a  full  year’s  service  in  Africa  and  returned 
in  fair  condition.  Similar  reports  have  been  made  by  different 
officers  regarding  the  saddles  and  other  military  equipment  of 
Canadian  manufacture,  which  gave  universal  satisfaction  to  the 
troops.

WHOLESALE  GROCERS’  SECTION. 


The  Wholesale  Grocery  business  has  not  materially  changed 
since  last  year’s  report.  The  volume  of  business  is  somewhat 
increased,  prices  of  staples  materially  reduced.  Competition  is 
as  keen  as  ever.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  note  the  prospects  of 
the  Beet  Sugar  industry  materializing,  three  or  four  Refineries 
being  now  almost  an  sssuredfact,  which  ought  to  benefit  Ontario 
materially.  We  again  emphasize  the  necessity  of  a  Railway 
Commission,  as  time  and  again  during  the  past  year  Toronto 
has  been  very  seriously  discriminated  against,  in  the  way  of 
freight  rates.  The  year  opens  with  fair  prospects.

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ACCOUNTANTS’  SECTION. 

This  section  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  organized  in  May  last 
(1901)  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Council,  in  response  to  a 
feeling-  amongst  members  of  the  Board  who  were  Practising 
Accountants,  that  the  advocacy  and  discussion  of  accounting 
questions  in  their  technical  and  commercial  aspects  by  a  special 
section  would  prove  to  be  interesting  and  profitable, and  in  course 
of  time  become  an  element  of  strength  to  the  Council. 

Since  its  formation  the  Section  has  not  met  excepting  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  its  organization  and  adopting  By-laws. 
At  this  early  period  of  its  history,  therefore,  it  will  hardly  be 
expected  to  contribute  to  the  store  of  information  which  is 
usually  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  various  trade  sections  of 
the  Board. 

The  Accountants’Section  is  in  some  respects  an  unique  feature. 
It  is  not  a  Trade  Section  in  the  strict  sense  yet  the  functions  and 
interests  of  accountants  are  so  inseparably  connected  with  all 
branches  of  trade  that  its  possibilities  for  usefulness  must  be 
considerable,  provided  the  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  who  are  accountants  can  be  assured. 

The  importance  to  the  mercantile  community  of  good  accounts 
has  been  receivingmore  ample  recognitionyear  byyear  thanduring 
the  year  preceding, and  keeping  pace  with  this  growing  sentiment 
skilled  public  accountants  have  each  year  become  more  numer¬ 
ous  and  exercise  functions  of  great  and  increasing  responsibility. 
The  field  is,  however,  large  enough  to  warrant  material  acces¬ 
sions  to  their  ranks  from  among  those  whose  ambition  is  to  rise 
above  ordinary  levels.  With  numerical  strength  comes  a  wider 
sphere  of  influence,  and  however  wide  that  may  be,  the  result 
cannot  but  be  beneficial  to  trade  and  commerce.

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THE  STOCK  AND  MINING  SECTION 

This  section,  formerly  known  as  the  Toronto  Mining-  Ex¬ 
change,  recently  applied  to  the  Ontario  Government  for  an 
extension  of  its  powers  so  as  to  enable  the  members  to  trade 
in  other  stocks  as  well  as  mining  shares.  The  Ontario  Govern¬ 
ment  was  pleased  to  grant  the  request  and  issued  to  the  Exchange 
Supplementary  Letters  Patent  which  granted  to  the  members  the 
privilege  of  trading  in  stocks,  bonds  and  debentures  of  other 
companies  as  well  as  mining  companies.  A  change  of  name  in 
accordance  with  the  increased  powers  was  desired  and  an  ap¬ 
plication  made  to  the  Ontario  Government  to  have  the  name 
changed  to  the  Standard  Stock  and  Mining  Exchange,  Limited. 
The  Government  acceded  to  this  request.  This  section  is  now 
known  as  the  Stock  and  Mining  Section  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

While  the  volume  of  business  in  mining-  shares  has  not  been 
very  large  during  the  year,  yet  the  members  attended  365  ses¬ 
sions,  a  double  session  or  call  having  been  in  vogue  until  the 
1  st  of  May,  and  since  then  single  sessions  having  been  the  order. 
These  sessions  begin  at  11.30  a.m.,  and  we  are  glad  to  report 
that  the  volume  of  mining  business  has  increased  very  largely  of 
late,  and  since  listing  and  calling  the  railroad  shares  and  other 
stocks  some  business  has  been  done  and  the  outlook  seems 
bright  for  an  increased  volume  of  business. 

The  mining  business  has  recovered  somewhat  from  the 
disastrous  results  which  followed  the  mining  boom  of  a  few 
years  ago.  Economies  are  being  gradually  introduced,  and 
improved  methods  have  placed  the  business  on  a  better  basis. 
Several  of  our  British  Columbia  mines  are  now  operated  on  an 
extensive  scale  and  a  large  increase  in  the  volume  of  ore  ship¬ 
ments  is  expected.  On  the  completion  of  a  railway  connecting 
Grand  Forks,  British  Columbia,  and  Republic,  Washington,  a 
large  tonnage  of  ore  will  be  shipped  to  the  smelters  on  the 
Canadian  side  and  will  add  materially  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
new  towns  on  both  sides  of  the  border.  The  outlook  for  the 
coming  year  is  decidedly  encouraging,  and  we  believe  that  this 
section  will  profit  by  an  increased  demand  for  listed  stocks.

Re  death  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen 
Victoria,  General 
Meeting  of  the 


The  sentiments  of  the  business  community  over  the 
news  of  the  death  of  Tier  Majesty  were  well  expressed 
at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade  which  had 
been  called  together  to  nominate  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  On  calling  the  meeting  to  order  Air.  A.  E.  Kemp, 
Board  Jan,  23,  1901,  M.P.,  the  President  ,  addressed  the  members,  remarking 

that  he  supposed  what  was  in  their  minds  was  not  so 
much  the  business  they  were  called  together  to  transact  as  the  sad  news  they 
had  heard  of  the  death  of  their  beloved  Sovereign.  He  could  not  find  words 
to  express  his  own  feelings  in  regard  to  the  sad  occurrence  that  had  come  to 
the  empire  of  which  they  formed  a  part.  They  looked  upon  Queen  Victoria  as 
the  most  noble  of  Sovereigns.  She  was  loved  in  the  home  and  admired  by 
womankind  because  of  her  virtues  and  womanly  characteristics.  They  felt 
that  she  was  the  truest,  noblest  Sovereign  that  had  ever  ruled  over  any  people. 
During  the  Victorian  era  the  empire  had  spread  its  bounds.  In  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  there  had  been  prosper^7 ,  and  in  no  part  of  the  empire  were  the 
feelings  of  the  people  more  intense  over  the  great  loss  than  in  the  Dominion 
and  in  Toronto.  Most  of  us  had  known  no  other  Sovereign  for  she  was  Queen 
when  we  were  born.  Mr.  Kemp  concluded  by  asking  that  the  meeting 
adjourn  as  soon  as  the  nominations  were  made. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Watts  suggested  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  a 
resolution  of  condolence  with  his  Majesty  the  King  and  members  of  the  Royal 
Family  in  the  great  loss  that  had  overtaken  the  empire,  and  the  President 
was  authorized  to  appoint  such  a  committee,  draw  up  a  resolution  and  have  it 
forwarded  on  behalf  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade. 

Messrs.  A.  E.  Kemp,  D.  R.  Wilkie,  0.  B.  Watts  and  A.  E.  Ames  were 
appointed  the  committee.  Tne  resolution  is  as  follows  : — 

Toronto,  Jan.  22nd,  1901. 

“To  Hrs  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Minto, 

Governor-General,  Ottawa,  Ont. 

“  The  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of  Toronto  beg  that  your  Excellency 
will  convey  to  His  Majesty  the  King  and  the  Royal  Family  their 
profound  grief  at  the  death  of  Her  beloved  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
and  their  most  sincere  sympathy  with  his  Majesty,  with  his  Royal 
consort  and  with  the  other  members  of  the  Royal  Family  in  their 
great  affliction.

Upon  receiving  notice  of  Air,  D.  R.  Wilkie’s  retire¬ 
ment  from  the  Council  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  suitably  en¬ 
grossed  : — 

“  Resolved,  that  the  Council  desires  to  place  on  record 
its  keen  sense  of  the  loss  it  has  sustained  by  the  retirement  of  Air.  D. 
R.  Wilkie  from  the  council. 

“  During  the  past  seventeen  years  Air.  Wilkie's  services  in  his  capacity  as 
member  of  the  Council,  Vice-President  and  President,  have  at  all 
times  been  faithfull}7  and  generously  given  in  the  interests  of  the 
Board,  and  his  wise  counsels  and  keen  business  foresight  have  been 
of  incalculable  benefit,  not  only  to  his  colleagues  in  office,  but  to  the 
Board  as  a  whole.” 


Retirement  of 
Mr.  D.  R.  Wilkie 
from  the  Council. 
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Re  Proposal  of  City 
Council  to  Lease 
Esplanade  Park  for 
Baseball  Grounds* 


This  matter  having  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  with  such  other  members  of  the  Council  as  he 
might  name,  should  wait  upon  the  City  Council  with  the 
view  of  strongly  opposing  the  proposed  action. 


The  Secretary  having  reported  that  arrangements  had 
Technical  been  made  for  a  conference  between  the  Government  at 

Education.  Ottawa  and  delegates  from  the  various  Boards  of  Trade, 

the  following  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

“  That  a  deputation  be  appointed  to  proceed  to  Ottawa  to  secure  such 
action  by  the  Dominion  Government  as  may  be  practicable  to  aid  the 
general  movement  for  Technical  Education — such  deputation  to 
consist  of  Messrs.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.  P. ,  and  Jas.  D  Allan.” 

The  Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  this  matter 
Re  Beet  made  report  that  after  due  consideration  they  had 

Root  Sugar.  reached  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  it  was  in  the 

interests  of  all  concerned  that  the  Council  should 
recommend  that  a  bounty  be  granted  by  the  Dominion  Government,  under 
certain  provisions,  as  outlined  in  the  Council’s  Resolution  to  the  Ontario 
Government  in  1900.  This  report  was  subsequently  presented  and  adopted  as 
the  report  of  the  Council. 


A  communication  having  been  received  from  the 
Re  Canal  Tolls.  Marine  Section  of  the  Board,  accompanied  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  :  — 


£‘  Resolved,  that  all  tolls  now  charged  on  grain  passing  down  through 
the  Welland  Canal  should  be  abolished,  and  also  that  the  tolls  on 
lumber  and  coal  should  be  revised  with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of 
increased  use  of  the  Canal.' 


This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Railway  and  Transportation  Committee 
Avho  subsequently  made  the  following  report  : — 

“  Whereas,  all  Canada  is  deeply  interested  in  every  means  which  will 
promote  and  increase  the  flow  of  trade  via  the  St.  Lawrence  Route 
and  our  Canadian  sea-ports, 

*•  And  Whereas,  the  United  States  Canals  are  free  to  the  sea-board,  and 
and  the  impost  of  canal  tolls  on  grain  passing  down  through  the  St. 
Lawrence  Canal  system  is  an  added  and  serious  burden  against  the 
Canadian  route, 

“  Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  all  tolls  now  charged  on  grain  passing 
down  through  the  Welland  and  St.  Lawrence  Canals  should  be 
abolished,  and  also  that  the  tolls  on  lumber  and  coal  should  be 
revised  with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of  increased  use  of  the  Canals.” 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Marine  Section  had  decided  that  it  would 
be  in  the  marine  interests  if  communications  were  addressed  to  the  Ministers 
with  referencs  to  the  following  subjects,  viz.  : — 

(1)  The  erection  of  a  proper  light  on  Middle  Island. 

(2)  Telephone  service  from  Long  Point  to  Port  Rowan. 

(3)  Rule  of  the  road — changing  to  the  recent  American  Rules. 

(4)  Re  Point  Pelee  light — as  to  point  of  erection,  etc. 

(5)  Re  abolition  of  Canal  Tolls  on  grain,  lumber  and  coal  passing  through 
the  Welland  Canal. 

Communications  were  accordingly  sent. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Petition  of  the  Undergraduates 
School  of  Practical  and  Post-Graduates  of  the  School  of  Practical  Science, 
Science.  to  the  Government  of  this  Province,  for  more  accommo¬ 

dation,  up-to-date  apparatus,  and  an  increase  in  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  School — the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  : — 
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“  Whereas  the  chances  now  offering  for  the  development  of  the  natural 
resources  of  Ontario  necessitate  the  providing  of  an  opportunity 
within  the  Province  for  our  young  men  to  acquire  a  thoroughly 
practical  education  in  those  branches  of  science  that  will  fit  them  to 
take  advantage  of  the  conditions  and  assist  our  National  growth, 

“  And  whereas  the  expenditure  on  the  equipment  and  conduct  of  a  first- 
class  and  up-to-date  school  for  the  teaching  of  engineering  in  its 
various  branches,  must  bring  this  Province  a  large  material  return, 

“Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  the 
Government  should  be  urged  to  provide  the  necessary  legislation  and 
funds  and  take  the  required  steps  to  put  the  School  of  Practical 
Science  in  a  thoroughly  efficient  position  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
situation.” 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  matter: — 

Re  Crow's  Nest 

Pass  Railway.  Re  Crow’s  Nest  Pass  Railway. 

Whereas  an  application  is  now  pending  before  the  Dominion  Parliament 
for  a  charter  for  a  railway  to  run  south  from  the  Crow’s  Nest  Coal 
fields  to  the  International  boundary,  with  the  view  of  obtaining 
railway  communication  with  the  American  Railway  systems,  such 
application  being  b}^  Canadian  capitalists  who  propose  to  build  the 
road  without  public  aid, 

And  whereas  it  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Canada  that  there  is  an  exhaustless  supply  of  coal  in  the  Crow’s 
Nest  District, 

And  whereas  the  value  of  coal  and  coke  is  made  up  to  a  great  extent  of 
the  labor  expended  in  production  and  the  export  thereof  means  large 
returns  to  the  country  and  consequent  consumption  of  goods  supplied 
by  the  rancher,  the  miller,  the  merchant  and  the  manufacturer, 

And  whereas  the  Crow’s  Nest  Coal  Company,  as  appears  by  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  President  of  the  said  Company,  is  prepared,  provided 
the  said  railway  charter  is  granted,  to  greatly  extend  the  operations 
in  the  said  district,  and  to  proceed  with  a  development  of  the  coal 
areas  of  the  said  district  involving  an  immediate  additional  capital 
expenditure  of  over  $800,000  and  in  the  near  future  an  annual  wage 
bill  of  between  two  and  three  million  of  dollars, 

And  whereas  such  development  will  mean  the  establishment  of  new 
towns  and  the  building  up  of  large  and  important  business  enter¬ 
prises  in  British  Columbia,  which  will  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of 
the  people  of  Canada, 

And  whereas  the  merchants,  manufacturers  and  other  dealers  in  supplies 
in  Toronto,  in  common  with  those  of  other  Eastern  cities,  have  greatly 
benefitted  by  the  present  development  of  the  Crow’s  Nest  District, 
and  it  is  believed  would  derive  still  larger  benefits  from  an  increased 
development  in  the  future, 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  we  most  respectfully  urge  upon  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  that  the  application  for  the  said  charter  be 
granted,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  forwarded  to  the 
Minister  of  Railways.

The  Council  having  been  addressed  by  Messrs.  Hogarth,  Matthews, 
Marks  and  Conrnee  the  delegates  were  assured  by  the  President  of  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  Council  in  their  efforts  to  direct  immigration  to  and  the 
development  of  New  Ontario,  and  further  advised  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Council,  within  the  next  ten  days,  to  hold  a  public  meeting  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  discussing  such  questions  as  had  been  brought  before  them  by  the 
delegation  and  invited  them  to  send  two  of  their  best  speakers  for  the  occasion. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  this  matter: — 

Premier's  Salary.  “  Whereas,  the  amount  of  remuneration  now 

received  by  the  Premier  of  the  Dominion  is 
wholly  inadequate  for  the  responsibilities  and  requirements  of  the 
position, 

“  And  Whereas,  it  is  considered  that  permanent  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  future  of  any  one  who  has  held  during  one  Parliament 
the  high  position  of  Premier  of  Canada,  in  order  that  the  basis  for 
retirement  should  accord  with  the  natural  feeling  of  dignity  with 
which  such  high  office  is  associated, 

“  And  Whereas,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  in  the  Dominion  House,  and  the  important  services  which 
it  is  in  his  power  to  render  in  the  interests  of  the  country  are  such  as 
cannot  justly  be  accepted  without  some  substantial  return, 

“  Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
the  City  of  Toronto  are  in  thorough  sympathy  with  the  feeling  which 
has  recently  been  evinced  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  and  are 
of  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  Dominion  Parliament 
now  in  session  to  provide  more  fitting  remuneration  for  the  Premier 
during  his  incumbency  of  office,  with  a  suitable  annuity  after  retire¬ 
ment,  together  with  proper  remuneration  to  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  during  his  term  of  office.’’  Carried. 

Mr.  Jas  D  Allan,  who  had  been  appointed  a  delegate 
Technical  from  the  Board  to  the  meeting  held  in  Ottawa  on  March 

Education.  4th,  1901,  made  the  following  report  : — 

“  Gentlemen, — Acting  upon  your  instructions  given 
at  the  meeting  of  your  Board  on  the  4th  inst. ,  I  went  to  Ottawa  as 
your  representative  upon  the  Joint  Deputation  from  the  Boards  of 
Trade  of  Canada  to  meet  the  Government  re  “  National  Technical 
Education. 

“  The  Joint  Deputation  was  large  and  representative  of  every  city  from 
Halifax  to  Victoria,  and  succeeded  in  impressing  the  Government 
with  the  necessity  for  taking  some  action  in  the  matter  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier  suggested  the  difficulty  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Dominion 
Government  had  no  power  to  deal  with  educational  matters.  To  this 
objection  I  made  the  reply  “that  this  was  a  matter  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  and  in  no  sense  conflicting  with  ordinary  education.’’  He 
then  assured  us  that  if  some  scheme  for  the  working  of  such  a 
system  was  put  before  them  upon  which  he  could  introduce  legisla- 
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lion,  he  would  gladly  take  the  matter  up.  The  action  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Trade,  or  rather  some  members  of  it, 
seemed  to  me  to  indicate  a  greater  desire  to  get  appointed  upon  a 
Commission  than  I  considered  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the 
cause  of  Technical  Education,  and  from  the  knowledge  of  the  subject 
displayed  in  its  discussion  they  did  not  seem  to  have  given  it  sufficient 
thought  to  fully  understand  the  scope  of  it.  As  stated  before  the 
Council  on  Monday,  1  expressed  myself  opposed  to  a  Commission  and 
and  was  supported  in  this  by  the  President  and  some  members  of  the 
Ottawa  Board  of  Trade. 

“  I  understand  the  matter  is  to  be  brought  up  in  the  Dominion  Parliament 
in  a  few  days  in  order  to  test  the  feeling  of  members  upon  it,  after 
which,  some  further  action  will  likely  be  necessary.”

The  attention  of  the  Council  having  been  drawn  to 
an  Act  recently  presented  to  the  Ontario  Legislature, 
which  proposed  to  do  away  with  the  property  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  the  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Legislation  Committee  for  report. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Ellis  having  advised  the  Council  that  he 
had  been  requested  to  bring  a  resolution  to  their  atten¬ 
tion  in  this  matter,  same  was  referred  to  the  Railway 
and  Transportation  Committee  for  report,  which  was 
afterwards  presented,  reading  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  had  under 
careful  consideration  the  prospectus  of  the  New  Ontario  Colonization  Railway 
Company. 

While  we  have  not  the  evidence  before  us  to  justify  us  in  endorsing  any 
particular  project,  the  Committee  from  information  obtained,  feels  that  the 
country  which  would  be  traversed  by  this  road  possesses  resources  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  which  must  prove  largely  beneficial  to  the  older  sections  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince,  if  care  is  taken  to  secure  the  proper  connections  and  not  allow  the  trade 
to  be  diverted  eastward.  It  would,  therefore,  endorse  the  Ontario  Govern¬ 
ment  in  taking  reasonable  steps  to  open  up  that  country,  provided  proper 
independent  communication  is  assured  with  the  older  sections  of  the  Province 
and  the  city.  Respectfully  submitted,

A  delegation  composed  of  Messrs.  -J.  M.  Clark,  W.  1), 
Manitoulin& North  McPherson  and  I).  Mackay,  representing  the  Manitoulhi 
Shore  Railway,  A  North  Shore  Railway  Co.  having  addressed  the  Coun¬ 
cil  with  respect  to  the  proposed  route,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  ; — 

“Resolved  that  the  Council  having  had  before  it  for  consideration  the 
Manitoulin  &  North  Shore  Railway  project,  are  heartily  in  accord 
with  any  practicable  scheme  for  further  development  in  New  Ontario 
and  commend  to  the  most  careful  attention  of  the  Ontario  Government 
the  importance  of  the  fullest  inquiry  into  all  bona  tide  enterprises 
that  have  that  object  in  view. 

“Further  Resolved,  that  the  western  part  of  old  Ontario  is  handi¬ 
capped  by  dearth  of  transportation  facilities  connecting  it  with  the 
rich  country  at  the  north,  and  that  the  Government  would  be 
thoroughly  justified  in  voting  public  moneys  to  assist  such  projects 
as,  after  investigation,  would  commend  themselves  to  their  judg¬ 
ment.” 
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Consideration  of  Bill  No.  7-,  “  An  Act  to  Incorporate 
Kettle  River  the  Kettle  River  Valley  Railway  Company,”  resulted  in 

Valley  Ratlway,  the  matter  being  referred  to  the  Railway  and  Trans¬ 
portation  Committee,  who  made  the  following  report  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council.  : 

Gentlemen, — After  consideration,  your  Committee  desires  to  report 
that  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  every  reasonable  chance  should  be  given  for  the 
increase  of  the  means  of  transportation  into  new  sections  of  country  that  are 
worthy  of  development,  and  where  projects  are  endorsed  by  the  communities 
immediately  affected  (the  interests  of  the  Dominion  as  a  whole  not  suffering 
and  public  aid  not  being  asked)  it  seems  reasonable  to  commend  the  granting 
of  charters.  In  this  case,  as  the  benefit  will  come  to  those  in  that  particular 
region  and  also  to  those  in  the  older  soctions  of  the  country  in  a  great  measure 
from  the  competition  in  rates,  this  should  be  assured ;  as  well  by  the  necessary 
trans-continental  connection  at  the  boundary  as  by  safeguarding  the  chance  of 
the  defeat  of  the  desired  end  by  the  sale  of  the  charter  or  of  the  road  after 
construction.

The  attention  of  the  Council  of  the  Board  having 
been  directed  to  a  Bill  before  the  Local  Legislature  witli 
reference  to  certain  amendments  to  the  Factory  Act, 
the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Manufacturers’  Section 
for  report. 

A  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  to 
discuss  the  question  of  the  development  of  the  various 
sections  which,  geographically,  are  naturally  or  may 
become  tributary  to  Toronto.  The  meeting  was  ad¬ 
dressed  by  Mr.  James  Conmee,  M.L.A.,  West  Algoma  ; 
Mr.  John  Bertram,  Mr.  W.  H.  Hoyle,  M.L.A.  for  North  Ontario,  and  Mr. 
D.  F.  Burke,  of  Port  Arthur. 

The  Mayor  having  addressed  the  Council  upon  this 
Metropolitan  question,  asked  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  in  sup- 

Railway  Bill-  porting  the  principle  that  Toronto  should  have  the  right 

to  control  the  thoroughfares  of  the  city.  The  following 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  join  the  Mayor  in  an  interview  with  the 
Premier,  viz. :  Messrs.  W.  E.  H.  Massey,  J.  F.  Ellis,  J.  W.  Woods,  Noel 
Marshall,  Peleg  Howland,  R.  J.  Christie,  W.  J.  Gage. 

The  Legislation  Committee,  to  whom  tins  matter  had 
Alien  Labor  Act-  been  referred,  handed  in  the  following  report,  accom¬ 
panied  by  suggested  amendments.  Same  was  unani¬ 
mously  carried,  and  copies  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  the  leading  Boards  of 
Trade  of  the  Dominion. 

In  the  matter  of  the  “Act  to  Restrict  the  Importation  and  Employment  of 

Aliens,”  and  the  proposed  amendments  thereto. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  : 

Gentlemen, — Recognizing  as  it  does  the  necessity  of  the  country  for 
increased  population,  and  the  benefit  that  must  come  from  the  assistance  in 
its  development  of  the  skilled  in  all  walks  of  life,  your  Committee  is  strongly 
opposed  to  any  legislation  that  restricts  the  immigration  of  those  likely  to 
become  good  citizens,  or  that  hampers  individual  effort  in  assisting  in  the 
settlement  of  the  countrv. 
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As  the  law  in  question  is  of  the  nature  referred  to,  it  is  felt  that  the 
progress  of  the  Dominion,  and  of  this  Province  in  particular,  must  be  retarded 
by  its  enforcement,  and  its  repeal  is  urged.  If  such  a  result  be  found  impos¬ 
sible,  then  it  is  suggested  that  an  effort  be  made  to  obtain  the  alterations 
herewith  submitted,  with  a  view  of  making  the  resulting  harm  as  slight  as 
possible.

SUGGESTED  ALTERATIONS  TO  “ALIEN  LABOR  LAW.” 

It  is  urged  that  section  2  of  the  Amending  Bill  now  before  Parliament 
(No.  47)  be  altered  so  as  to  make  section  No.  5  of  the  original  Act  read 
as  follows  : — 

“5.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  to  prevent  any  citizen  or 
subject  of  any  foreign  country,  temporarily  residing  in  Canada,  either 
in  private  or  official  capacity,  from  engaging,  under  contract  or  other¬ 
wise.  persons  not  resident  or  citizens  of  Canada,  to  act  as  private 
secretaries,  servants  or  domestics  for  such  foreigner  temporarily 
residing  in  Canada  ;  nor  shall  this  Act  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
any  person,  partnership  or  corporation  from  engaging  under  contract 
or  agreement  skilled  workers  in  foreign  countries  to  perform  labor  in 
Canada,  provided  that  such  skilled  labor  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained, 
or  provided  a  permit  has  been  secured  from  the  Minister  of  Labor  ; 
nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  Act  apply  to  professional  actors, 
artists,  lecturers  or  singers,  or  to  persons  employed  strictly  as  per¬ 
sonal  or  domestic  servants.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  as  prohibiting  any  person  from  assisting  any  member  of 
his  family,  or  any  relative  or  personal  friend,  to  migrate  from  any 
foreign  country  to  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  settlement  here. 

That  a  clause  be  inserted  in  the  Amending  Bill  repealing  clause  No.  7  in 
the  original  Act. 

That  section  No.  4  of  the  Amending  Bill  shall  be  altered  so  that  section 
No.  8  of  the  original  Act  shall  read  as  follows,  instead  of  as  proposed  : — 

“  Advertisements  promising  employment,  printed  or  published  in  any 
foreign  country  to  which  this  Act  applies,  shall  be  considered  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  contract,  and  any  persons  coming  to  this  country  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  such  an  advertisement,  shall  be  treated  as  coming  under  a 
contract  as  contemplated  by  this  Act,  and  the  penalties  by  this  Act 
imposed  shall  be  applicable  in  such  case.” 

That  to  section  No.  6  of  the  Amending  Bill  be  added  the  words  : — 

“  Nor  prevent  these  Governments  from  making  any  arrangements  what¬ 
ever  with  individuals,  partnerships  or  corporations,  for  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  immigration  in  any  manner  the}^  may  see  fit.” 

Mr.  Logan,  M.P. ,  having  given  a  notice  of  motion  in 
Preferential  Tariff,  the  House  reading  as  follows  : — “  That  in  the  opinion  of 

this  House  the  Preferential  Tariff  should  only  apply  to 
goods  brought  into  Canada  through  Dominion  sea-ports  ’’--and  the  attention 
of  the  Council  having  been  directed  to  the  same,  the  following  were  appointed 
a  Committee  to  prepare  a  statement  setting  forth  the  views  of  the  Council  for 
presentation  to  the  authorities  at  Ottawa,  viz.;  Messrs.  E.  Gurney,  Chairman; 
J.  W.  Woods,  Wm.  Ince,  Jr.,  and  H.  H.  Fudger.  The  Committee  subse¬ 
quently  made  the  following  report  : — 

“  Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the  limitation  of 
the  application  of  the  Preferential  Tariff  to  goods  imported  through 
Canadian  Ports,  begs  leave  to  report  that  in  its  judgment  it  would 
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be  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  Dominion  to  institute  such  a  measure 
for  the  reasons  herein  stated. 

“  1st.  It  regards  the  measure  as  ill-advised  in  that  it  would  seriously 
affect  trade  by  forcing  freight  through  irregular  routes  at  additional 
cost  of  time  and  money,  thus  minimizing  the  benefit  to  the  consumer 
of  the  tariff  rebate.” 

“2nd.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  preference  clause  of  the  tariff 
applies  to  the  products  of  many  of  the  Colonies  as  well  as  to  those  of 
the  Motherland.  Canada  imports  largely  from  India,  Ceylon,  The 
Straits  Settlements,  British  West  Indies,  etc.,  and  not  only  is  New 
York  the  port  of  arrival  for  established  steamship  lines  engaged  in 
this  trade,  but  it  also  provides  a  market  for  purchases  made  in  excess 
of  Canadian  requirements.  Purchasing  in  large  quantities  is  at  times 
of  distinct  advantage  and  without  some  outlet  other  than  our  home 
market  this  advantage  would  be  lost. 

“  3rd.  It  is  expedient  to  legislate  so  as  to  reduce  the  transportation  facili¬ 
ties  between  the  sea- board  and  the  west.  The  competition  of  the 
Canadian  lines  for  the  business  of  the  American  cities  of  the  west  is 
regarded  as  an  important  factor  in  the  control  of  rates  as  affecting 
import  to  the  United  States,  and  it  is  equally  important  to  the  West¬ 
ern  Canadian  cities  that  the  element  of  protection  afforded  by  the 
competition  of  American  railways  should  not  be  eliminated. 

•  “4th.  The  United  States  would  regard  this  as  unfriendly  legislation  and 
as  a  consequence  our  bonding  privileges  might  be  restricted,  or  other 
retaliatory  measures  adopted. 

“  5th.  Not  only  is  the  proposed  measure  unjust  and  inexpedient,  but  it 
would  accomplish  nothing  beyond  subsidizing  a  number  of  Steamsnip 
Companies  who  are  now  in  combination  to  maintain  rates. 

“  Your  Committee  finally  would  urge  that  representation  be  made  to  Par¬ 
liament  of  the  pressing  necessity  of  providing  such  terminal  facilities 
at  some  Canadian  Port  as  will  provide  conditions  favorable  to  the 
establishment  of  an  all  Canadian  route,  feeling  sure  that  such  a  course 
will  do  more  towards  the  end  sought  than  the  proposed  legislation.

On  motion,  the  section  was 
requested  to  prepare  and  forward  a  clear  statement  of  their  case  to  the 
Council. 

The  following  communication  having  been  received  by 
Canadian  the  Secretary  from  the  President  of  the  Canadian  Club 

Old  Home  Week.  of  Boston  : — 

“Dear  Sir, — At  the  recent  annual  banquet  of  the 
Canadian  Club  of  this  city  the  proposition  of  establishing  an  “Old 
Home”  month  for  Canada  was  considered,  and  referred  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  take  action  thereupon. 

“The  committee  wishes  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  various  Boards  of 
Trade  of  each  Province,  and  by  co-operative  action  hopes  to  make 
this  £  Old  Home  ’  month  a  popular  feature. 

“  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  how  many  Canadians  there  are  residing  in  the 
United  States  ;  that  there  are  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  alone 
some  207,000  and  in  Greater  Boston  about  112,000,  we  feel  sure  that 
a  very  large  proportion  of  these  would  return  and  visit  their  native 
Province,  and  a  large  number  of  tourists  avail  themselves  of  the 
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opportunit  y  by  our  effortsto  procure, if  possible, special  rateson  railway 
and  steamboat  lines  for  a  trip  at  that  particular  time  to  one  or  another 
of  the  different  Provinces.  This  would  largely  increase  the  volume  of 
business  in  the  summer  between  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

“  In  order  to  bring  this  project  to  a  successful  issue,  would  it  not  be  well 
for  each  Province  to  select  some  suitable  week  and  arrange  special 
features  or  attractions  for  that  particular  time,  and  then  co-operate 
with  our  committee  after  arrangements  have  been  decided  upon  V 

“A  similar  letter  to  this  is  being  sent  to  each  of  the  Boards  of  Trade 
throughout  the  Dominion,  and  we  trust  the  project  will  meet  with 
popular  approval,  for  we  feel  sure  that  the  carrying  out  of  such  a 
plan  cannot  fail  to  be  the  means  of  rapidly  and  materially  developing 
the  interests  of  Canada.

Mr.  W.  E.  H.  Massey  drew  the  attention  of  the 
Extension  of  Council  to  the  bill  before  the  Senate  dealing  with  the 

Patent  Law.  extension  of  the  Patent  Law,  and  on  motion  the  matter 

was  referred  to  the  Legislation  Committee,  who  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report  : — 

SPECIAL  REPORT  OX  BILL  “n”  ENTITLED  “AN  ACT  TO  AMEND 

THE  PATENT  ACT  ” 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council : 

Gentlemen, — This  Bill  is  intended  to  make  provision  for  the  extension  of 
the  life  of  a  patent,  beyond  the  present  term  of  18  years,  of  a  further  period 
of  12  years,  making  a  possible  life  of  30  years. 

In  Great  Britain  14  years  is  the  term  provided  for,  but,  under  very 
exceptional  circumstances  and  conditions  difficult  to  establish,  an  extension 
may  be  granted  for  a  further  period  not  exceeding  7  years,  making  a  total 
possible  life  of  21  years.  We  are  informed  this  latter  extension  is  very  seldom 
obtained  because  of  the  conditions  imposed. 

In  the  United  States  the  full  period  is  17  years,  and  only  by  a  special  Act 
of  Congress  can  an  extension  be  obtained,  which,  while  several  times  sought 
for,  has  never  vet  been  granted. 
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Bill  “  N  ”  is  presumably  intended  to  benefit  the  impecunious  inventor  and 
to  give  him  additional  time  and  opportunity  to  develop  and  profit  by  his 
invention.  It  would  be  a  very  exceptional  and  extraordinary  case  where  a 
patentable,  useful  improvement  or  invention  would  take  more  than  18  years  to 
perfect  and  market  in  practical  form.  Such  a  case  is  so  rare  it  should  be  dealt 
with  by  special  Act  on  its  merits,  without  making  provision  for  extension 
privileges,  which  might  be  the  subject  of  abuse  and  not  in  the  general  interest 
of  the  people. 

It  seems  to  us  that  an  extension  of  the  patent  privileges,  as  proposed, 
would  lie  chiefly,  if  not  solely,  in  the  interests  of  corporations  controlling 
valuable  patents  by  which  they  are  enabled  to  earn  substantial  profits.  Even 
a  more  serious  feature  of  such  extension  would  be  the  possible  tying  up  for  a 
very  long  term  of  valuable  inventions  of  British  or  foreign  patentees,  thus 
depriving  the  people  of  the  Dominion  of  the  benefits  of  them. 

Your  Committee  is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  in  the  general 
public  interest  to  extend  the  present  patent  term  beyond  the  period  of  18 
years,  and  that  the  inventor  shoidd  find  this  ample  time  in  which  to  profit  by 
his  invention,  and  that  thereafter  it  should  become  public  property..

“  Dear  Sir,  —As  you  will  see  by  the  papers  this 
morning,  the  City  Council  has  decided  to  submit  a  by-law  to  the 
citizens  of  Toronto  in  a  few  weeks  authorizing  the  raising  of  $183,000 
in  the  bonds  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  three  new  build¬ 
ings  for  the  Toronto  Industrial  Exposition.  The  buildings  intended 
to  be  erected  this  year  are  a  Manufacturers’  Building,  an  Art  Gallery 
and  a  Dairy  Building,  all  of  which  I  may  say  are  urgently  needed  if 
the  Exposition  is  to  prosper. 

“  My  object  in  writing  this  is  to  ask  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
consider  this  matter  at  an  early  date,  or,  if  possible,  give  this  endorsa- 
tion  to  the  plan,  and  their  support  in  carrying  the  proposed  by-law. 

“  Your  representatives  in  the  Association  and  the  Board  have  no  doubt 
kept  you  fully  informed  of  the  particulars  of  the  proposed  reorganiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Exhibition,  but  if  you  so  desire  1  shall  be  happy  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  your  Council  and  make  any  explanations  you  consider 
necessary.

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RE  NEW  BUILDINGS  FOR  THE  INDUSTRIAL  EXHIBITION. 

“  Resolved,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  the  Annual  Exhibition 
held  in  Toronto  is  of  incalculable  value  to  the  city  as  a  whole,  and 
that  its  value  is  felt  largely  by  all  classes  of  citizens,  and  that  a  broad 
policy  should  characterize  the  action  of  the  city  in  relation  to  the 
Exhibition — recognizing  the  Exhibition  to  be  an  institution  that  must 
be  maintained  at  as  high  a  standard  of  excellence  as  possible,  and  it 
being  obvious  that  the  facilities  for  the  Exhibition  in  the  Department 
of  Liberal  Aid  has  not  been  maintained  at  as  high  a  standard  as  in  the 
Agricultural  Department,  the  Council  would  press  upon  the  citizens 
the  necessity  of  providing  such  new  buildings  as  are  found  to  be 
necessary  by  the  Exhibition  Association.  (Carried.)

Mi.  Jas.  D.  Allan  having  directed  the  attention  of 
Commercial  the  Council  to  a  proposal  recently  made  with  reference 

Education.  to  the  introduction  of  a  Commercial  Course  in  connec¬ 

tion  with  the  Curriculum  of  the  Toronto  University, 
pointed  out  the  fact  that  some  two  years  previously  a  Committee  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  had  been  appointed  to  deal  with  this  matter  and  had  prepared  a  Curriculum 
which  had  since  been  received  with  the  greatest  favor  in  leading  Educational 
Institutions  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere.  On  motion  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  Minister  of  Education  upon  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  the  Technical  Education  Committee  prepared  and  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  : 

To  the  President  and  Member*  oj  the  Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  Committee  submit  correspondence  that  has  been  held 
with  the  Minister  of  Education  and  University  authorities,  and  beg  to  report 
that  by  appointment  an  interview  was  held  with  the  Minister  to-day,  at  which 
there  were  present  Messrs.  Ames,  Cockshutt,  Allan  and  the  Secretary,  when 
an  informal  discussion  of  the  position  of  Technical  Education  in  this  city  and 
Province  was  held. 

The  Minister  was  fully  in  accord  with  our  views  and  seems  disposed  to 
press  forward  with  increased  energy  in  the  adoption  of  a  Commercial  Course 
in  the  University,  and  in  increased  facilities  for  instruction  in  practical  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  various  schools  of  t  he  Province.  He  dwelt  upon  the  necessity  of 
Commercial  High  Schools,  after  the  plan  of  the  Chicago  English  High  and 
Manual  Training  School,  and  recommended  that  a  member  of  our  Committee 
be  delegated  to  visit  said  school  and  promised  aid  to  the  extent  of  §2,000  per 
annum  if  a  similar  one  be  established  here. 

He  further  stated  that  correspondence  was  at  present  being  held  between 
Ministers  of  Education  in  the  various  Provinces  with  the  view  of  securing 
joint  action  in  approaching  the  Dominion  Goveniment  for  financial  aid  to 
further  the  universal  introduction  of  Technical  and  Industrial  Training  in  all 
the  Provinces,  and  requests  the  assistance  of  Boards  of  Trade  in  this  direction 
when  pressing  the  matter  upon  the  Dominion  Government.  He  also  recom¬ 
mends,  and  lias  agreed  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  the  Senate  of  the  University 
to  discuss  the  creation  of  a  Commercial  Curriculum,  proposed  to  lie  added  to 
the  University  course. 

Your  Committee  were  gratified  to  find  the  Minister  largely  in  accord  with 
the  views  of  the  Board,  as  published  in  their  special  report  of  September,  1899. 

Your  Committee  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  Council  concur  in 
the  recommendations  herein  presented  for  consideration.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  : 

Gentlemen, — Growing  out  of  a  suggestion  embodied  in  a  letter  from  the 
Canadian  Club  of  Boston,  April  16th,  1901,  and  referred  to  this  Committee 
for  report  by  the  Council,  April  30th,  the  following  report  is  submitted  : — 

That  the  week  beginning  June  30th,  1902,  be  set  apart  as  “  Canadian  Old 
Hume  Week.” 

That  Boards  of  Trade,  City  Councils  and  Legislative  bodies  be  urged  to 
take  an  interest  in  developing  “Canadian  Old  Home  Week.” 

That  special  attractions  be  worked  up  and  provided  for  at  the  chief 
centres  of  population  to  welcome  home  old  Canadians. 

That  the  co-operation  of  the  Canadian  Railways  and  Steamboat  Lines  be 
solicited  to  provide  for  special  transportation  and  special  rates  from  certain 
United  States  cities  to  Canadian  cities. 

That  an  attractive  booklet,  edited  by  some  eminent  Canadian,  and  well 
illustrated,  be  issued,  setting  forth  the  “Canadian  Old  Home  Week”  idea, 
and  to  serve  as  a  sort  of  invitation.  This  booklet  could  also  contain  data  and 
information  as  to  Canada's  great  prosperity  and  give  evidence  of  her  “grow¬ 
ing  time,”  which  would  serve  to  advertise  our  country  in  addition  to  its  pur¬ 
pose  of  announcing  the  “  Canadian  Old  Home  Week.” 

That  the  co-operation  of  Canadian  Clubs  in  the  various  United  States 
cities  be  solicited,  and  other  and  various  means  Ire  taken  to  reach  ex-Canadians 
with  the  announcement. 

That  the  co-operation  of  the  Canadian  Press  and  publishing  houses  be 
secured  to  make  a  success  of  “  Canadian  Old  Home  Week.” 

That  copies  of  these  suggestions  or  this  report  be  sent  at  once  to  all  the 
Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Dominion  with  a  request  for  prompt  action  on  same, 
also  copies  be  sent  to  Secretaries  of  Canadian  Cluds  in  the  United  States. 

That  providing  the  project  be  generally  endorsed  by  the  other  Boards 
they  then  be  requested  to  send  a  representative  to  meet  representatives  from 
our  own  and  other  Boards  in  a  convention  or  committee  to  devise  ways  and 
means  for  successfidly  carrying  out  and  bringing  into  effect  “  Canadian  Old 
Home  Week.”

Several  claims  having  been  hied  with  the  Secretary  by 
Toronto  merchants  and  others  resident  throughout  the 
Province  with  reference  to  goods  which  had  been  de¬ 
stroyed  during  the  disastrous  lire  which  occurred  in 
Ottawa  in  1900  and  for  which  the  Railway  Company 
refused  to  accept  liability,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Railway  and  Trans¬ 
portation  Committee  for  report.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  reported 
that  he  had  conferred  with  the  Executive  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers’ 
Association  and  suggested  that  the  organizations  should  act  in  unison  and  this 
was  concurred  in.  In  view  of  certain  legal  judgments  which  had  been  given 
and  the  opinion  of  the  Board’s  Solicitor  that  the  onus  of  proof  rested  upon  the 
shipper,  action  in  the  matter  was  deferred,  and  meanwhile  the  claims  were 
settled  by  the  Railway  Company  upon  a  basis  of  50  cents  on  the  dollar. 


Freight  Claims, 
C.  P.  R.  and 
Ottawa  Fire. 
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Application  was  made  by  Mr.  Fullerton,  the  City 
Personalty  Council  for  authority  from  the  Board  of  Control  to 

Taxation.  bring  before  the  Court  of  Appeal  a  matter  relating  to 

the  Assessment  Law,  which  was  in  question  in  the 
Eaton  Company  appeal,  and  upon  which  judgment  was  given  last  week  by 
the  County  Court  Judge,  viz.  : — 

Whether  the  exemption  in  respect  of  debts  on  account  of  personal  pro¬ 
perty  should  be  confined  to  the  debt  contracted  with  the  person  from  whom 
the  property  was  purchased,  or  whether  it  included  as  well  moneys  borrowed 
from  a  Bank  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  such  property.  A 
trader  buys  goods  from  a  manufacturer  in  England.  He  borrows  money  from 
his  Bank  or  from  an  individual  and  pays  the  manufacturer.  In  such  a  case  is 
the  amount  of  the  debt  due  to  the  Bank  or  individual  to  be  deducted  from  the 
value  of  the  trader’s  stock  for  assessment  purposes,  it  being  admitted  that  his 
amount  would  be  deducted  if  the  manufacturer  remained  a  creditor  ? 

The  Judge  has  held  that  under  the  Assessment  Act  debts  incurred  in 
paying  for  goods  whether  to  the  seller  of  the  goods  or  to  any  otlwr  person, 
are  debts  contracted  on  account  of  such  goods  and  to  be  deducted  from  the 
value  of  the  stock  liable  to  assessment.  The  practice  has  hitherto  been  in 
accordance  with  the  judgment  of  the  County  Judge. 

The  above  matter  is  of  great  interest  to  the  merchants  of  the  city  and  in 
other  places.  Why  should  the  moneys  of  the  city  be  applied  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  questions  injurious  to  the  mercantile  class?  What  difference  would 
it  make  whether  the  merchants  remain  indebted  for  a  portion  of  his  stock  to 
the  English  manufacturer  or  finding  it  more  convenient  borrows  money  from 
his  banker  and  pays  cash  for  the  goods  ?  Why  drive  the  merchant  by  a  nar¬ 
row  construction  of  the  Act*  to  get  credit  on  perhaps  disadvantageous  terms 
from  the  English  manufacturer  and  deprive  a  Canadian  banker  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  making  what  he  knows  to  be  a  safe  advance? 

The  City  Council  can  safely  and  wisely  accept  the  judgment  of  Judge 
McDougall  as  it  is  in  accordance  with  justice  and  common  sense. 

In  connection  with  this  question,  the  President  submitted  the  following 
resolution  which  was  referred  to  the  Municipal  Taxation  Committee  for 
report : — 

“  Whereas  under  the  Assessment  Act  ‘so  much  of  the  personal  property 
of  any  person  as  is  equal  to  the  just  debts  owed  by  him  on  account  of 
such  property  ’  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

“And  whereas  under  the  construction  heretofore  placed  on  said  Act, 
debts  incurred  in  borrowing  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
vendor  of  merchandise  as  well  as  debts  incurred  to  such  vendor  have 
been  deemed  debts  owing  on  account  of  such  merchandise  and  there- 
foi'e  within  said  exemption. 

“And  whereas  any  construction  of  said  Act  or  anyr  amendment  of  said 
Act  which  would  restrict  the  exemption  to  debts  owing  to  the  vend_or 
on  account  of  payment  of  goods  would  be  unreasonable  and  unjust 
and  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  trade  and  banking  in  the  Province, 

“Be  it  therefote  resolved  that  this  Board  present  its  views  on  the 
matter  aforesaid  to  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Toronto  as  contained 
in  this  Resolution  with  the  request  that  said  Council  refrain  from 
taking  any  proceedings  which  might  have  the  effect  of  changing  the 
construction  heretofore  placed  on  said  Act  in  respect  of  said  matter 
and  that  said  Council  oppose  any  amendment  which  may  be  proposed 
for  the  purpose  of  restricting  the  operation  of  said  Act  as  aforesaid.” 

Later  the  Committee  presented  the  following  report  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  has  considered  the  resolution  presented 
for  consideration,  and  unanimously  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  Council, 
and  at  the  same  time  reiterate  the  oft-expressed  opinion  of  the  Council : — 
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“  That  all  taxes  on  business  personality  be  abandoned. 

“That  a  business  tax  on  rental  value  be  substituted  for  personality  on 
business  capital.” 

Until  this  is  done  no  possible  approach  to  a  sound  system  will  be  made. 
The  absurdity  of  the  present  inequitable  system  was  never  so  forcibly  mani¬ 
fested  as  in  the  present  case.  The  city  constitutes  an  Assessment  Depart¬ 
ment,  which  we  believe  to  be  ably  administered.  An  assessment  was  made 
by  this  Department  which  was  appealed  against.  After  an  exhaustive  enquiry 
before  a  judge  eminently  qualified  to  weigh  the  evidence  offered  a  decision 
was  rendered,  virtually  sustaining  the  Assessment  Department.  This  is  now 
followed  by  an  application  from  the  City  Solicitor  to  call  in  question  before 
the  Court  of  Appeal  the  decision  of  Judge  McDougall  and  the  action  of  the 
City  of  Toronto,  the  city  paying  the  costs  of  the  first  and  second  appeals  to 
create  want  of  confidence  in  its  most  important  department. 

If  this  is  allowed  to  continue  the  effect  of  the  business  interests  of  the 
city  will  be  disastrous,  and  your  committee  recommends  that  a  strong  depu¬ 
tation  wait  upon  the  Board  of  Control  to  place  before  it  what  serious  results 
to  the  commercial  interests  of  this  city  will  accrue  if  such  action  be  taken. 

Your  Committee  trust  that  when  the  Assessment  Commission  appointed 
by  the  Ontario  Government  make  their  report  they  will  be  able,  as  suggested 
by  the  evidence  placed  before  thorn,  to  advise  the  abolition  of  taxation  on  all 
personalty.

My  Dear  Mr.  Ames,  —  I  enclose  herewith  copy  of  Petitions  and  a  letter 
which  have  been  prepared  by  this  Department,  and  are  being  sent  to  the 
various  cities,  towns  and  incorporated  villages  throughout  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  in  reference  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company.  The  Petitions  and 
letter  will  explain  to  you  the  reason  for  our  action. 

We  had  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Trade  through  yourself  at 
the  time  we  opposed  this  scheme  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  before  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Blair  and  members  of  his  Cabinet,  and  I  should  like  very  much  again 
to  have  your  co-operation  and  assistance.  Kindly  bring  this  matter  before 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  greatly  oblige. 

If  you  could  sign  the  Petitions,  with  such  changes  as  would  be  necessary, 
or  a  similar  one,  and  forward  it,  I  have  no  doubt  it  would  be  of  great  service.

The  President  and  Secretary  having  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Senate 
when  the  Bill  came  up  for  discussion,  the  President  subsequently  submitted 
the  following  report  : — 


RE  BELL  TELEPHONE  CO. 

To  the  Member 's  of  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  : 

Gentlemen, — 1  beg  formally  to  advise  that  the  Amendments,  which  were 
proposed,  to  the  Bill  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co'.,  in  the  Private  Bills  Committee 
of  the  Senate,  and  which  received  the  endorsation  of  this  Board,  were  defeated 
in  the  Senate  Committee  by  a  vote  of  12  to  10,  one  of  the  majority  being  the 
Vice-President  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.,  a  member  of  the  Committee.  The 
amendment  to  the  amendment,  which  was  adoped,  provided  only  that  the  Bell 
Telephone  Co.  should  be  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  should  be  imposed  by 
any  future  general  act.  The  Bill  was  then  reported  to  the  Senate,  and  I  note 
by  this  morning’s  papers  that,  on  the  second  reading,  the  Senate  Committee's 
amendment  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  28  to  20.  This,  of  course,  indicates  that 
there  is  a  considerable  section  of  our  representatives  who  are  seized,  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  with  the  importance  of  the  subject. 

I  think  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  have  been  much  too  successful  in  misre¬ 
presenting  the  question  at  issue.  Their  tactics  in  representing  to  the  Private 
Bills  Committee  of  the  Senate,  and  then  to  the  Senate  itself,  that  the  whole 
opposition  to  their  Bill  sprang  from  the  City  of  Toronto,  gave  evidence  of 
ingenuity  rather  than  of  good  faith,  It  appears  to  me  though  that  the  obvious 
nature  of  this  misrepresentation  would  lose  support  to  the  Company  of  Sena¬ 
tors  acquainted  with  the  facts  of  the  case.  It  is  by  no  means  a  question 
affecting  Toronto  interests  only,  and  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade,  and  the 
Municipal  Council  of  Toronto,  have  both  the  active  support  and  the  best  "wishes 
of  the  municipalities  throughout  the  country, 

The  strongest  argument  against  allowing  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  to  remain 
unrestricted  as  to  rates  seems  to  be  that,  in  connection  with  what  has  become 
a  necessity  of  business  life,  there  is  no  room  for  bargaining  whatever.  In  this 
case  it  does  not  “  take  two  to  make  a  bargain.”  The  Bell  1  elephone  Co.  have 
shown  wisdom  in  not  raising  rates  up  to  the  present  as  much  as  they  might 
have  done.  They  have,  however,  given  evidence  of  what  their  intentions  are, 
as  to  ultimate  policy,  in  two  ways  : — First,  by  their  application  to  the  Gov- 
ernor-in-Council  for  authority  to  increase  its  rates  in  accordance  with  its 
suggested  schedule,  in  which  the  rates  asked  to  be  allowed  were  §(35  where 
there  should  be  in  the  municipality  5,000  to  6,000  telephones  ;  $70  for  tele¬ 
phones  in  municipalities  having  6,000  to  7,000  subscribers  :  and  so  on  up  to 
$85  for  cities  having  9,000  to  10,000  subscribers,  these  rates  being  applicable 
to  subscribers  located  within  one  half  mile  of  the  main  and  centre  exchange, 
with  additional  charges  for  greater  distance,  and  for  special  equipment.  The 
other  way  in  which  they  have  shown  the  policy7  which  they  intend  to  pursue  is 
by  the  increases  already  made  in  Toronto  to  new  applicants.  The  rates  asked 
for  such  subscribers  within  reasonable  distance  from  the  central  office  has  run 
as  high  as  $75. 

A  point  to  which  the  Telephone  Co,  give  no  weight  whatever  is  that  their 
central  offices  are  established  arbitrarily  by  themselves.  Naturally,  they 
located  them  at  the  nearest  point  available  to  the  majority  of  their  subscribers. 
It  does  not  seem  reasonable,  however,  that  people  living  in  one  section  of  the 
city  will  pay  higher  rates  than  people  living  in  another  section  of  the  city,  no 
farther  away  from  the  real  centre  of  population.  For  instance,  in  Toronto,  I 
believe  it  is  a  fact  that  the  centre  of  population  is  close  to  the  corner  of 
Spadina  Ave.  and  College  St.  As  you  are  aware,  the  main  telephone  office  is 
at  a  great  distance  from  that  point. 
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Another  feature,  which  I  do  not  know  to  have  been  brought  out  clearly, 
is,  that  any  extension  of  facilities  of  business  tend  to  the  enlargement  of  busi¬ 
ness.  It  seems,  therefore,  a  matter  which  is  not  only  important,  but  vital, 
that  as  this  country  is  building  up  it  shall  not  only  not  be  handicapped  by 
restrictive  telephone  ratjs,  for  long  distance  or  otherwise,  but  shall,  instead, 
have  the  advantage  of  rates  which  provide  only  a  proper  outfit  to  the  Com¬ 
pany  supplying  the  service. 

In  my  judgment,  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  people  of  the  country  may 
properly  consider  that  much  responsibility  rests  with  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  essentially  within 
the  province  of  the  Cabinet  to  lend  the  weight  of  its  influence  towards  pro¬ 
tecting  the  many  from  the  unjust  exactions  of  the  few. 

In  conclusion,  so  far  as  the  Board  of  Trade  is  concerned,  and  I  thoroughly 
believe  that  so  far,  also,  as  the  Municipality  of  Toronto,  and  the  other  Muni¬ 
cipalities  of  the  Dominion  are  concerned,  there  is  anxiety  to  be  fair  to  the 
Bell  Telephone  Co.,  and  if  that  Company  can  establish  from  time  to  time  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor-in-Council  that  they  are  not  receivfng  reason¬ 
able  profits  on  their  business  in  any  direction,  the  imposition  of  adequate  rates 
would  not  encounter  objection. 

The  Company’s  application  for  increase  of  capital  is  one,  which,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  ordinary  Companies,  is  usually  acceded  to  as  a  matter  of  course, 
but  having  regard  to  the  logic  of  the  position,  and  to  the  fact  that  it  is  most 
undesirable  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  should  have  competition  in  the  dis¬ 
tricts  in  which  it  operates,  it  seems  to  me,  at  all  events,  quite  within  the 
province  of  Parliament  to  impose  such  conditions  as  should  provide  adequate 
remuneration  to  the  Company,  but  prevent  extortion.  If  such  provision  is  not 
made  I  fully  believe  that  within  the  next  few  3Tears  Telephone  subscribers  in 
Toronto  will  be  paying  from  $200,000  to  $300,000  par  annum  more  than  they 
should  pay,  and  that  the  excess  charges  of  the  Company  throughout  the 
Dominion  will  reach  a  sum  approximating  $1,000,000  per  year. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  if  it  meets  with  the  pleasure  of  the 
Council,  a  Resolution  be  adopted,  calling  for  the  support  of  the  Government 
and  Members  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the  House  of  Commons,  to  the  principle 
outlined.

Gentlemen,— In  accordance  with  appointment  your  Committee,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Messrs.  Allan,  Ellis  and  Cockshutt,  waited  upon  the  Senate  of 
the  Toronto  University  on  the  evening  of  the  23rd  inst.  to  discuss  the  pro¬ 
posed  Commercial  Course. 

The  discussion  resulted  in  the  drafting  of  a  '  urriculum  for  a  Diploma  in 
Commerce,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted.  The  debate  brought  out 
the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  Senate  are  largely  favorable  to  the  proposals 
contained  in  our  report  of  December,  1899. 
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Full  details  are  not  given  under  the  various  heads,  but  will  he  largely 
comprehended  in  the  actual  instruction  as  outlined  in  o\ir  report  for  a  full 
Commercial  Course. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  two-year  term  only  is  proposed  for  the  present, 
but  this  is  experimental  only,  and  may  be  further  enlarged  to  a  three  or  four- 
year  course  later  on  as  the  matter  more  fully  develops,  and  in  accordance  with 
experience  lack  of  funds  prevent  much  new7  work  ;  but  your  Committee 
replied  to  this  by  urging  that  Boards  of  Trade  will  press  upon  the  (Govern¬ 
ment  the  necessity  of  adequate  financial  assistance  to  the  University  in 
carrying  out  this  very  important  change. 

Your  Committee  were  much  encouraged  by  the  attitude  of  the  members 
of  the  Senate  towards  this  movement  in  favor  of  higher  commercial  education, 
some  members  going  so  far  as  to  state  that  the  only  reason  for  not  mo\  ing 
earlier  was  that  such  commercial  bodies  as  our  Board  of  Trade  had  never 
approached  them,  or  even  sent  them  a  copy  of  our  exhaustive  report  on  this 
subject  compiled  over  two  years  ago. 

Your  Committee  would  now  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
curriculum  as  being  both  practical  and  possible,  and  believe  it  to  be  a  decided 
step  in  advance  along  a  very  desirable  line. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration.

Arising  out  of  the  various  discussions  and  reports 
Board  of  Trade  with  reference  to  Commercial  Education,  it  was  agreed 

Scholarships.  that  an  offer  should  be  made  to  the  Senate  of  the  Uni¬ 

versity  to  create  a  scholarship  or  scholarships,  to  be 
known  as  the  “  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  Scholarships,’’  or  an  amount  not 
exceeding  .$200,  said  amount  to  be  assessed  against  the  present  Council  ;  they, 
however,  not  guaranteeing  that  their  proposal  would  be  endorsed  by  their 
successors  in  office,  though  confidently  expecting  that  the  present  action  will 
be  concurred  in  Iry  future  Councils. 

Mr.  James  I).  Allan  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  visit  and  report  upon 
the  Chicago  English  High  and  Manual  Training  Schools;  and  on  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Massey  he  v7as  requested  also  to  visit  the  Case  School  of  Applied 
Science  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  report  thereon.  Upon  his  return  he  pre¬ 
sented  a  report,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  President,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Visit  to  **  Dentonia  Ames,  and  the  First  Vice-President,  Mr.  W.  E.  H. 

Park  Farm,”  and  Massey,  the  Council  of  the  Board  paid  a  visit  to 

“  Glen  Stewart.”  ‘‘Dentonia  Park  Farm,’  Mr.  Massey’s  summer  resi¬ 
dence,  and  also  to  “Glen  Stewart,”  the  summer  residence 
of  the  President.  They  left  the  Board  of  Trade  building  in  a  tally-ho  coach, 
and  after  enjoying  a  pleasant  drive  spent  two  or  three  hours  inspecting  the 
beautiful  property,  “  Dentonia  Park  Farm.”  They  wrere  then  driven  over  to 
“Glen  Stewart”  where  dinner  was  served  at  7  p.m.  After  partaking  of  the 
hospitality  of  the  President  the  business  portion  of  the  day’s  programme  was 
proceeded  with. 

A  vacancy  having  been  created  on  the  Harbour 
Harbour  Commission  Board  by  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Geddes, 

Commission.  on  motion  Mr.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.P.,  was  unanimously 

elected  the  Board’s  representative.  Attention  was 
directed  to  the  fact  that  hitherto  the  Board’s  representative  on  the  Harbour 
Commission,  as  well  as  on  the  Industrial  Exhibition  Association  wrere  not 
responsible  to  the  Council,  having  been  only  required  to  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  general  Board.  It  was  considered  advisable  that  the  Board’s 
representatives  should  be  responsible  to  the  Council  who  would  then  be  in  a 
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position  to  obtain  from  them  at  all  times,  information  pertaining  to  policy,  etc., 
on  the  different  interests  on  which  the  Board  was  represented.  After  discus¬ 
sion  it  was  resolved  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  with  the  view  of  amending  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  so  as  to  bring 
abcut  the  suggested  changes  and  thereby  secure  more  direct  representation  on 
the  Council  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Kemp  having  made  report  to  the  Council  of  a 
Harbour  conference  that  had  been  held  on  June  24th,  at  the 

Improvements,  Mayor’s  otfice,  between  the  Mayor,  some  of  the  aldermen, 

the  Harbour  Commissioners  and  others  with  reference  to 
the  approaching  visit  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  especially  with  the 
harbour  interests  of  the  Port  of  Toronto,  the  following  resolution  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted  : — 

“  That  in  view  of  the  statement  of  the  Hon.  J.  Israel  Tarte  that  he  will 
be  glad  to  meet  in  consultation  with  the  Council  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  regarding  the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  looking  to  adequate 
improvement  of  Toronto  Harbour,  the  following  to  be  a  Committee  to 
confer  with  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  City  Engineer,  and  other¬ 
wise  to  acquire  all  necessary  data,  and  to  arrange  an  appointment 
with  Mr.  Tarte  in  order  to  reach  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  viz  : — 
Messrs.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.  P. ,  Chairman,  E.  Gurney,  J.  F.  Ellis,  Noel 
Marshall,  Elias  Rogers  and  W.  T.  Jennings,  C.E.” 

Mr.  Kemp  subsequently  made  verbal  report  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
co  the  effect  that  a  conference  had  been  held  at  the  Mayor’s  office  with  the 
Harbour  Commission  and  the  Board’s  Committee  on  the  11th  of  July  at  which 
the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

“  That  this  joint  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
Harbour  Commission  and  the  City  Council  strongly  urge  upon  the 
City  Council  the  propriety  of  passing  a  resolution  undertaking  with 
the  Government  of  Canada  to  provide  for  the  stoppage  of  deposits  in 
Toronto  Harbour  occasioned  by  inflow  from  the  city  sewers,  and  will 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  adopt  a  permanent  method  for 
that  purpose,  in  the  meantime  providing  for  the  removal  of  the  inflow 
bv  adequate  means,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Harbour  Commissioners 
and  the  Dominion  Government  Engineer,  and  request  that  the 
Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  will  at  once  proceed  vigor¬ 
ously  with  the  proper  measures,  as  already  recommended  by  the 
Government  Engineer,  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  harbour 
on  a  scale  to  correspond  with  the  Government  system  of  navigation 
connecting  Lake  Ontario  and  the  sea-board.” 

Prof.  S.  J.  McLean,  who  was  appointed  by  the  De- 
Freight  Rates  partment  of  Railwa}rs  and  Canals  at  Ottawa  as  a  Com- 

Commission.  missionerto  inquire  into  the  matter  of  the  discrimination 

in  Freight  Rates,  having  intimated  a  desire  for  a  con¬ 
ference  with  the  Board’s  representatives,  the  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Railway  and  Transportation  Committee.  The  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Elbs,  made  a  verbal  report  to  the  effect  that  his  Committee  were  not  in  accord 
in  the  matter  and  suggested  that  the  question  was  of  sufficient  importance  to 
be  dealt  with  by  the  Council  as  a  whole,  and  having  briefly  set  forth  the  situ¬ 
ation  and  quoted  from  the  correspondence,  etc.,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  :  — 

‘‘That  the  Council  reaffirms  its  position  in  respect  to  freight  rates  as 
contained  in  the  President’s  Annual  Reports  of  1899  and  1900  and 
authorizes  that  the  same  be  furnished  to  Prof.  McLean,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  Railway  Department,  as  representing  the  views  of  this 
Board. 
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••  Furthermore  this  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  order  that  the 
Government  may  be  fully  seized  of  all  the  conditions  in  connection 
with  the  transportation  question  in  respect  to  freight  rates,  that  it 
should  make  inquiries  as  to  what  the  rates  of  freight  are  throughout 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  as  compared  with  what  they  are  where  like 
conditions  prevail  in  the  United  States,  on  similar  classes  of  merchan¬ 
dise  and  produce  ;  also  in  respect  to  freight  rates  charged  on  farm 
and  manufactured  produce  for  export  from  points  in  the  United  States 
where  like  conditions  prevail. 

“  It  was  further  resolved,  that  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Rail¬ 
way  and  Transportation  Committee,  together  with  the  resolution  now 
presented  by  Mr.  Kemp,  be  referred  to  the  joint  consideration  of  the 
Railway  and  Transportation  and  Freight  Rates  Committee  for 
report.” 

Mr.  Baird  having  introduced  this  subject  and  presented 
Canadian  Trade  a  resolution  which  had  been  adopted  at  a  meeting  of 

Relations  with  the  Grain  Section  of  the  Board,  a  lengthy  discussion  was 

Germany.  held  chiefly  dealing  with  the  point  of  whether  or  not  the 

Board  should  adopt  the  principle  of  retaliation.  Objec¬ 
tion  was  taken  to  retaliatory  measures  being  adopted  without  due  considera¬ 
tion  of  all  interests  affected,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  many  manufacturers 
depended  entirely  upon  Germany  for  their  supply  of  goods.  Finally  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  was  adopted 

“  Resolved,  that  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  of  Toronto 
deplore  the  continued  discrimination  of  Germany  against  this  country, 
and  beg  respectfully  to  remind  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  of  the  resolution 
of  the  Board  as  presented  to  him.  personally  on  the  11th  December 
last,  in  responding  to  which  he  expressed  his  approval  of  the  said 
resolution  and  gave  the  assurance  that  the  Government  would  do 
what  they  could  in  the  matter. 

“  This  Council  would  strongly  urge  upon  the  Government  of  Canada  that 
every  possible  effort  be  made  to  secure  a  renewal  of  the  conditions,  in 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  Canada,  which  obtained  in  the  treaty  previ- 
ously  existing  between  Great  Britain  and  Germany. 

“  A  copy  of  this  resolution  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Premier,  with  a  request 
that  the  Council  may  be  advised  as  to  what  prospects  there  are  for 
the  removal  of  the  present  embargo  on  Canadian  products  going  into 
Germany.

p.m.  o’clock.” 

The  following  letter  having  bet  n  received  from  the 
Payment  of  Over-  Windsor  Board  of  Trade  : 

time  to  Customs  “Windsor,  Sept.  16,  1901. 

Officials  “  The  Secretary, 

The  Board  of  Trade,  Toronto. 

“  Dear  Sir, — As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  it  has  for  many  years  been  the 
usage  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Customs,  that  the  over¬ 
time,  put  in  by  landing  waiters  at  ferries  and  the  Customs  Officers  on 
trains,  etc.,  has  been  paid  for  by  the  ferry  and.  railway  companies. 
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The  method  pursued,  as  we  are  advised,  is  that  the  officials  report 
their  time  to  the  Collectors  of  Customs  at  the  several  ports,  and  pay¬ 
ments  by  the  ferry  and  railway  companies  is  made  direct  to  the  Col¬ 
lector  who  in  turn  makes  the  distribution.  All  revenue  collected 
during  overtime  inures  to  the  benelit  of  the  Government. 

“  This  practice,  in  effect,  places  the  Customs  officials  in  the  employ  of  the 
several  ferry  and  railway  companies  and  leaves  the  Government  of 
the  day  under  obligations  to  these  public  carriers,  and  the  carriers 
avail  themselves  and  take  advantage  of  these  obligations  when  seek¬ 
ing  renewals  of  franchises,  licenses  and  other  concessions. 

“  In  the  case  of  ferry  companies,  the  local  municipalities  interested  are 
unable  to  realize  anything  from  valuable  franchises  from  the  fact  that 
the  burden  of  paying  Government  officials  for  overtime  is  exceedingly 
onerous  and  often  burdensome.  The  practice  in  the  United  States  is 
that  the  Government  pays  all  overtime  and  all  other  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  Customs  Department  for  services  rendered 
outside  the  usual  hours. 

“  The  Windsor  Board  of  Trade  is  under  the  impression  that  some  con¬ 
certed  action  should  be  taken  with  the  view  to  the  betterment  of 
conditions  in  tins  respect  in  the  Dominion,  and  I  am  directed  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  the  various  Boards  of  Trade  throughout  the  country 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  whether  they 
would  join  this  Board  in  a  petition  to  the  Dominion  Government, 
pointing  out  the  facts  and  asking  for  a  change  in  the  present  methods. 

I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  present  this  matter  to  your  Board,  and 
favor  me  with  a  reply  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Same  was  referred  to  the  Railway  and  Transportation  Committee  who 
reported  as  follows  : 

“  To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trade: 

“Gentlemen, — In  connection  with  the  letter  received  from  the  Windsor 
Board  of  Trade,  re  the  above  matter,  your  Committee  beg  to  report 
that  after  full  investigation,  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  present 
system  whereby  the  railway  and  ferry  companies  are  compelled  to 
pay  the  overtime  of  Customs  officials  is  unreasonable,  and  it  seems  to 
your  Committee  that  the  Government  ought  to  recognize  that  traffic 
across  the  borders  is  not  confined  to  Government  office  hours,  and 
inasmuch  as  traffic  implies  possible  smuggling  we  hold  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  protect  the  revenue  at  its  own  expense  during  all 
hours  of  public  movement  from  place  to  place.” 

“  We  are  given  to  understand  that  the  railways  are  taxed  for  Custom, 
House  officials  who  board  trains  out  of  office  hours  and  that  ocean 
steamers  are  treated  in  the  same  way.  This  seems  to  us  very  incon¬ 
sistent.  If  the  rule  implies  anything  it  must  be  that  it  is  a  favor  to 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  country  before  or  after  the  time  at  which 
the  Government  offices  open  and  close,  for  unless  it  be  a  privilege 
the  Government  has  no  moral  right  to  charge  for  it.  Your  Committee 
are  also  advised  by  competent  authority,  that  the  charge  for  the 
overtime  of  Customs  official,  in  the  United  States  is  defrayed  by  the 
Department  of  Customs  and  does  not  constitute  a  charge  upon  the 
ferry  and  railway  companies.” 

“  In  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  custom  ought  to  be  abolished  and 
they  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  join  with  the  Wind¬ 
sor  Board  of  Trade  in  their  efforts  to  accomplish  this  end.”

“  That  this  Council,  specially  called  together  because  of  the  recent  death 
of  Mr.  W.  E.  H.  Massey,  First  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  desires 
solemnly  to  record  its  deep  feeling  of  bereavement  in  the  loss  sus¬ 
tained  in  a  special  sense  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  generally  by  the 
whole  Dominion  of  Canada.” 

“  That  the  members  of  the  Council  representing  in  this,  beyond  question, 
the  unanimous  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  deplore  the  death 
of  Mr.  Massey  as  removing  an  important  officer,  conspicuous  for  his 
abilit3r,  who  would  undoubtedly  have  become  President  for  the  next 
current  year,  and  who  will  live  in  the  memory  of  all  of  us  as  a  splen¬ 
did  example  of  useful  and  public  spirited  manhood.” 

“  That  Mr.  Massey’s  philanthropy,  his  honesty  of  purpose,  the  simplicity 
and  purity  of  his  life,  and  his  unusual  sense  of  responsibility  in  the 
wide  field  of  his  influence  marked  him  as  the  highest  type  of  citizen.”

Meeting.  That  whereas  under  date  of  September  10th,  1901, 

the  Department  of  Inland  Revenue  at  Ottawa  has  issued 
instructions  to  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  that  no 
weighing  machine  of  a  less  capacity  than  one  bushel  is  legal  ; 

And  whereas  the  said  circular  interprets  this  section  of  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Act  as  applied  to  Grain  Tester  when  used  by  private  indi¬ 
viduals  for  their  own  information  to  determine  the  quality  of  grain 
which  they  are  buying  or  selling  ; 

And  whereas  if  the  Grain  Tester  were  made  of  a  bushel  capacity  it  would 
be  useless  for  all  practical  purposes,  and  on  account  of  its  size  and 
cumbersomeness  it  would  not  be  as  accurate  as  one  of  smaller  capacity  ; 

And  whereas  the  Government  Grain  Inspectors  themselves  use  Grain 
Testers  of  the  ordinary  size,  it  being  a  practicable  impossibility  for 
them  to  use  one  of  a  larger  capacity  than  a  couple  of  quarts  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  a  manifest  injustice  to  compel  the  farmers  and  country 
dealers  to  sell  and  buy  their  grain  by  use  of  a  bushel  tester  if  it  could 
be  done,  and  to  compel  the  shipper  to  submit  the  same  grain  to  the 
grading  of  the  Government  Inspector  using  a  grain  tester  of  another 
capacity  ; 

And  whereas  to  take  a  bushel  of  grain  from  each  car  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  as  a  sample  as  the  Inspectors  are  compelled  to  do,  would 
entail  a  very  heavy  loss,  amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
shippers  in  the  course  of  a  year  ; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  be  requested  to 
ask  the  Government  to  at  once  withdraw  the  instructions  issued  to 
their  Weights  and  Measures  Inspectors,  and  at  the  next  Session  of 
Parliament,  to  make  such  amendments  to  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Act  as  will  permit  the  Government  inspection  of  grain  to  be  conduct¬ 
ed  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  the  requirements  of  the  grain  trade.

That  whereas  the  requirements  of  the  Export  Grain  Trade  demand  that 
the  out-turn  at  the  seaboard  elevators  be  guaranteed  by  the  shipper  : 

And  whereas  the  frequent  shortages  at  terminal  elevators  causes  heavy 
loss  to  the  country  shippers,  and  has  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  prices 
to  the  farmers  ;

Companies  owning  or  operating  the  elevators  ; 

Also  that  arrangements  be  made  by  which  the  said  Official  Weighers  shall 
inspect  all  cars  before  unloading,  to  ascertain  on  behalf  of  the  shippers 
if  any  leakage  has  occurred,  and  to  report  the  same  when  dis¬ 
covered.

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Grain  Section  be  instructed  to  write  to  the 
General  Freight  Agents  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific 
Railways,  asking  them  to  give  instructions  to  the  Managers  of  all 
public  elevators  on  their  roads,  to  notify  shippers  and  consignees 
immediately  on  the  arrival  of  each  shipment  of  grain,  giving  the 
quantity  and  grade,  and  date  of  arrival  of  each  carload,  as  soon  as 
the  grain  is  discharged  into  the  elevator.

With  reference  to  the  pi'oposed  meeting  of  the  Do- 
Dominion  Board  minion  Board  of  Trade  the  following  resolution  was 
of  Trade.  adopted: — 

“Resolved,  that  this  Council  is  of  opinion  that  a 
convention  of  Boards  of  Trade  should  be  held  at  some  central  point 
at  an  early  date,  representation  to  be  delegation  proportioned  in 
number  to  the  membership  of  the  appointing  body.” 

This  matter  having  again  come  up  for  discussion,  a 
Industrial  special  Committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  ques- 

Exhibition.  tion.  After  several  meetings  and  lengthy  discussions  the 

following  report  was  finally  unanimously  adopted  : 
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To  the  President  and  Council  Toronto  Board  of  Trade : 

Gentlemen, — The  Report  of  the  Representatives  from  the  Board  of  Trade 
to  the  Industrial  Exhibition  Association  upon  the  affairs  of  that  body  was  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  Council  at  their  last  meeting  to  a  special  Committee,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Edward  Gurney,  W.  -J.  Gage,  J.  I).  Allan  and  H.  H.  Fudger  and 
the  five  Exhibition  representatives,  Messrs.  8.  E.  Briggs,  Geo.  Edwards, 
F.C.A.,  R.  Y.  Ellis,  John  Carrick  and  R.  W.  Elliott.  The  Committee  has 
made  an  exhaustive  examination  into  the  facts  set  out  in  the  said  Report,  ap¬ 
pended  to  which  are  the  following  Statements  :  (1)  The  Receipts  and  Disburse¬ 
ments  for  a  period  of  twenty-three  years,  with  details  for  specific  years, 

(2)  The  Profit  and  Loss  Account  and  (3)  the  Balance  Sheet  of  December,  190]. 
After  due  consideration  the  Committee  find  as  follows  ; — 

First — That  the  affairs  of  the  Association  have  been  administered  in  an 
economical  and  business-like  manner. 

Second — That  their  published  Statements  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements 
are  frank  and  adequate,  fully  complying  in  the  matter  of  detail  with  all  rea¬ 
sonable  business  requirements. 

Third — That  facilities  by  way  of  buildings  and  improvements  have  not 
been  afforded  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  Exhibition  and  with  modern 
requirements. 

Fourth — That  having  regard  to  the  character  of  the  undertaking  and  also 
to  the  lack  of  facilities  referred  to,  the  Financial  Statements  presented  by  the 
Association  (which  indicate  a  surplus  after  making  provision  for  Repairs,  De¬ 
preciation  and  Interest  charges  of  every  description)  are  creditable  and  encour¬ 
aging  and  afford  ground  for  the  belief  that  with  fair  and  liberal  treatment  the 
Industrial  Exhibition  may  be  expected  to  maintain  its  record  as  a  productive 
investment. 

Fifth — That  we  have  arrived  at  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Industrial 
Exhibition  when  its  claims  to  public  confidence  and  support  must  be  considered 
and  allowed,  for  the  reason  that  if  its  further  growth  and  expansion  become 
impracticable  for  want  of  substantial  co-operation,  its  very  non-progressive- 
ness  must  eventual^  bring  about  its  decline  and  final  collapse. 

Sixth — That  the  decadence  of  the  Industrial  Exhibition  as  an  Annual 
event  cannot  be  viewed  other  than  with  the  deepest  concern,  in  view  of  the 
far-reaching  benefits  which  accrue  annually  to  the  City  of  Toronto  by  reason 
of  its  being  in  our  midst.  Among  these  may  he  mentioned  : — 

(1)  — The  influx  of  tourists  and  pleasuie-seekers  from  all  parts  of  the 
Dominion  and  United  States,  estimated  at  about  50,000  persons,  who  will 
circulate  $400,000  to  500,000. 

(2)  — The  large  number  of  buyers  attracted  annually  to  the  local  market, 
counteracting  in  a  large  measure  the  disadvantage  of  being  off  the  line  of 
trans-continental  travel 

(3)  — The  total  receipts  of  the  Exhibition  from  1879  to  1901  reached  the 
large  sum  of  $1,692,398.52. 

(4)  — The  encouragement  given  to  merit  in  displays  of  natural  and  man¬ 
ufactured  products,  in  consequence  of  which  the  awards  at  the  Industrial 
Exhibition  are  now  regarded  as  the  highest  tests  of  excellence  obtainable. 
The  prizes  distributed  amount  to  $35,000  annually. 

(5)  — Four-fifths  of  its  Expenditures  circulated  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
and  employment  given  to  thousands  of  persons  in  all  walks  of  life. 

(6)  — The  liberal  education  afforded  to  its  patrons,  and  not  least  to  the 
rising  generation  of  business  men  of  this  City  and  Province. 

It  will  be  apparent  that  there  is  no  class  of  the  community  which  does  not 
directly  or  indirectly  benefit.  The  impetus  given  by  the  Industrial  Exhibition 
to  the  improvement  of  Canada’s  natural  products  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 
In  this  sense  the  Exhibition  has  become  of  national  importance. 
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Seventh — That  so  far  from  the  property  owners  and  ratepayers  having 
been  taxed  to  support  the  Exhibition,  a  close  scrutiny  of  the  statements  will 
show  that  the  Exhibition  has  not  only  been  self-supporting,  but  has  repaid 
inte  est  upon  all  expenditures  made  on  its  account.  The  citizens  have  there¬ 
fore  had  this  magnifieient  advertisement  for  twenty-three  years  for  nothing. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Council  endorse  the  principle  of  the 
By-law  to  raise  $133,500  for  new  Buildings,  to  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
property  owners  in  January  next,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  Citizens, 
through  the  public  press,  be  directed  to  the  facts  which  have  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Board,  believing  that  if  the  question  is  properly  understood 
by  the  property  owners  no  other  conclusion  can  be  reached  than  that  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  By-law  will  conduce  to  their  advantage,  individually  and 
collectively.

155,009  tons,  bituminous  coal  28,822  tons,  in  all  183,831  tons,  being  an  increase 
of  19,025  tons  over  last  year.  There  was  a  strike  at  the  mines  in  October, 
1900,  which  may  account  for  the  increase  this  year. 

The  total  amount  of  coal  imported  into  Toronto  during  the  year,  according 
to  Government  returns,  is  as  below,  viz.:  anthracite  coal,  1,421,488  tons, 
bituminous  coal  364,580  tons,  total  786,069  tons  as  against  761,610  tons  in  1900.

Mr.  Jas.  D.  Allan's  Report  of  his  visit  to  the  Chicago 
English  High  and  Manual  Training  School,  and 
the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science, 

Cleveland,  Ohio. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council, 
Gentlemen, 

Having  been  requested,  by  resolution  of  the 
Council,  to  visit  the  Chicago  English  High  and  Manual 
Training  School,  and  the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  I  proceeded  to  Chicago  and  called  first 
at  the  Chicago  Manual  Training  School,  which  is  the 
parent  institution  of  all  schools  of  this  class  in  Chicago. 
It  was  founded  in  1883  by  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Chicago,  an  organization  composed  of  fifty  of  the  leading 
merchants  and  manufacturers,  who  had  felt  the  need  of 
more  practically  trained  young  men  in  their  varied  occu- 
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pations,  and  feeling  assured  that  their  wants  could  be 
supplied  under  a  system  of  true  manual  training,  estab¬ 
lished  this  school,  the  success  of  which  has  exceeded  all 
expectations.  Its  graduates  are  filling  high  positions  in 
business  and  professional  life,  and  it  has  acted  as  a 
stimulant  in  the  creation  of  other  schools  of  a  similar 
character  under  the  Chicago  School  Board,  of  which  there 
are  now  several  in  operation.  These  are  entirely  free  and 
open  to  any  boy  who  can  pass  the  ordinary  High  School 
entrance  examination. 

This  School  has  now  passed  from  the  independent 
stage,  being  affiliated  with  the  Chicago  University,  and  at 
the  end  of  this  year  will  occupy  one  of  the  new  buildings 
being  erected  on  the  University  grounds. 

While  its  peculiar  feature  is  Manual  Training,  it 
furnishes  thorough  instruction  in  the  essential  studies  of  a 
High  School  course,  fitting  its  graduates  for  immediate 
entrance  into  active  life ,  or  for  admission  to  higher  institu¬ 
tions  of  learning.  The  shopwork  and  drawing  are  eminently 
practical,  the  making  of  a  lathe  or  a  steam  engine  is 
begun  by  the  pupils  in  the  draughting-room,  followed  by 
them  through  the  pattern  making  shop,  the  foundry,  the 
forge-room  and  is  perfected  in  the  machine  shop.  The 
forge  tools  and  the  engine  lathe  tools  used  in  the  school 
are  made  by  pupils,  which  is  an  excellent  preparation  for 
mechanical  work.  About  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  graduates 
have  entered  business  immediately  upon  leaving  the 
school,  as  Superintendents  in  manufacturing  establishments, 
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draughtsmen,  architects,  machinists,  electricians,  mining 
engineers,  and  of  the  balance  147  have  become  commercial 
lawyers,  occupying  leading  positions  at  the  Bar,  who 
attribute  much  of  their  success  to  the  practical  training 
received  at  this  school.  The  fees  are  $80.00,  $100.00, 
$120.00  for  the  three  years  respectively,  and  therefore 
beyond  the  means  of  many.  Its  success  in  training  boys 
for  industrial  pursuits  was  so  marked  that  in  1890  the 
Board  of  Education  decided  to  make  this  system  a  part 
of  their  work,  and  opened  the  English  High  and  Manual 
Training  School,  which  has  done  such  good  work  that 
other  schools  of  the  same  class  have  been  established,  one 
of  which  is  for  the  Jewish  population  of  foreign  birth. 
The  age  of  boys  in  attendance  is  from  14  to  17 — the 
number  on  the  roll  is  644,  and  average  attendance  585. 
Any  one  is  eligible  who  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  having 
passed  an  examination  equal  to  our  High  School  Entrance 
and  the  pupils  are  from  every  class — from  the  son  of  the 
millionaire  to  the  son  of  the  day  labourer,  as  shown  by 
the  applications  signed  by  the  students  on  entering. 

The  Manual  Training  is  the  great  feature  of  this 
School,  the  course  is  compulsory  for  all  students,  two 
hours  weekly  in  each  of  the  departments  of  wood-working, 
blacksmithing  and  foundry.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  the 
thermometer  registered  85°.  In  the  foundry  a  casting  of 
brass  was  being  made,  the  furnaces  were  attended,  and 
drawings  of  the  molten  metal  made  and  poured  into  the 
moulds  by  the  students,  who  seemed  to  forget  the  heat 
because  of  the  interest  in  their  work.  The  same  interest 
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was  characteristic  of  those  working  at  the  forges,  in  the 
blacksmith  and  machine  construction  departments  and  the 
finishing  departments.  The  articles  made  are  the  property 
of  the  students — nothing  is  allowed  to  be  sold.  An  ex¬ 
hibition  of  articles  made  which  is  indicative  of  the  skill 
and  versatility  in  designing  and  construction,  is  held  at 
the  end  of  each  year.  As  a  memento  of  my  visit  I  was 
presented  with  a  brass  placque  of  Abraham  Lincoln  that 
would  do  credit  to  an  Art  Exhibition — this  was  designed 
and  executed  by  boys  of  15. 

The  Academic  Courses  are  carried  on  in  the  same 
building,  and  are  attended  by  the  same  boys.  Of  such 
value  has  the  Manual  Training  Course  proved  that  the 
Building  Trades  Council  and  the  Bricklayers  Labor  Union 
of  Chicago  have  petitioned  the  Board  of  Education  to 
allow  their  apprentices  to  take  technical  training  at  this 
school,  and  in  some  trades  boys  are  credited  with  three 
years  apprenticeship  who  have  completed  the  full  course 
at  this  school. 

The  cost  of  the  equipment  of  the  workshops  in 
connection,  I  was  informed  by  the  principal,  was  between 
$30,000  and  $40,000. 

In  reply  to  my  question  “What  are  the  prospects 
of  your  students  securing  profitable  employment?”  the 
principal  stated  “  We  have  constant  applications  from 
manufacturers  asking  us  to  recommend  boys  suitable  for 
the  various  occupations.” 
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It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  School  is  but  a 
feeder  to  the  Colleges  of  Technology,  where  special  courses 
are  taken — it  emphasizes  the  importance  of  Manual  Train¬ 
ing  as  a  practical  factor  in  general  education,  an  education 
of  the  hand  to  skill,  and  the  brain  to  directive  intelligence. 
Only  versatile  intelligence  will  be  able  to  meet  the 
demands  of  this  age  of  productive  industry,  and  only  the 
most  practical  systems  which  train  to  the  highest  point 
of  efficiency  can  hope  to  succeed  in  the  keen  commercial 
rivalry  that  now  exists  between  the  leading  nations  of  the 
world.  So  famed  has  this  school  become  that  it  is  visited 
by  educationalists  from  all  parts  of  the  West  and  South¬ 
west,  who  are  anxious  to  study  its  methods  with  a  view 
of  adopting  the  system  which  has  proved  itself  a  natural 
avenue  to  a  keen  intellectual  interest  in  modern  commerce 
and  industry,  and  has  a  direct  bearing  on  the  duties 
which  boys  will  fulfil  who  are  to  wrest  wealth  from  our 
almost  inexhaustible  natural  resources  and  become  the 
captains  in  the  industrial  and  commercial  armies  of  our 
country.  Another  important  result  reached  by  this  system 
is  the  assistance  given  to  a  boy  in  his  decision  as  to  what 
calling  he  will  select,  because  of  the  special  aptitude  dis¬ 
played  in  some  one  of  the  courses. 

The  Case  School  of  Applied  Science  situated  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  a  very  advanced  school,  intended 
more  for  those  who  have  a  definite  aim  in  view,  somewhat 
along  the  line  of  our  School  of  Practical  Science.  It 
provides  the  following  courses  of  study: — 
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Civil  Engineering 
Mechanical  Engineering 
Electrical  Engineering 
Mining  Engineering 


Physics 
Chemistry 
Architecture 
General  Science 


These  courses  are  intended  to  give  a  practica 
training  for  scientific  pursuits.  Each  course  requires  four 
years  for  its  completion,  and  for  proficiency  in  any  one 
of  them  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  course 
pursued  is  conferred.  It  is  an  endowed  school,  the 
founder,  Leonard  Case,  executed  a  trust  deed  in  1877 
setting  aside  certain  lands  to  establish  a  Scientific  School, 
which  has  quite  outgrown  the  original  buildings,  and  now 
occupies  fine  premises  on  Euclid  Avenue  opposite  Wade 
Park.  The  session  had  ended  before  my  visit,  but  I  was 
cordially  received  by  the  Principal,  Dr.  Staley,  who 
explained  to  me  the  system  followed,  and  showed  me  the 
various  well  equipped  laboratories.  With  its  staff  of  22 
Professors  and  Machine  Shop  Assistants,  it  is  doing  an 
important  work  along  the  lines  of  practical  and  applied 
science,  the  principles  of  which,  though  recognized  indif¬ 
ferently  among  systems  of  education  as  possible  of  practical 
application,  have  not  until  the  last  few  years  been  an 
important  factor  in  systematizing  our  industries  or  enabling 
an  approach  towards  the  employment  of  natural  sources 
of  energy  in  the  process  of  manufacturing. 

The  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  in  1899  appointed  a 
Special  Committee  on  Technical  Education,  which  brought 
in  a  report  that  has  received  a  gratifying  reception,  both 
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on  this  Continent  and  in  Europe.  Its  recommendations 
have  borne  fruit  in  the  revision  of  the  Curriculum  of  the 
Toronto  Technical  School,  the  adoption  of  day  classes 
and  the  addition  of  a  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Finance,  which  should  be  found  a  valuable  aid  in  imparting 
practical  instruction  to  students  qualifying  for  business 
pursuits.  It  has  assisted  in  the  creation  of  a  curriculum 
for  the  Department  of  Commerce  newly  created  in  Toronto 
University,  to  which  the  Council  of  the  Board  have 
donated  scholarships  to  the  value  of  $200.00.  It  should 
now  bring  its  influence  to  bear  upon  the  establishment  of 
an  English  High  and  Manual  Training  School,  after  the 
model  of  the  Chicago  School,  which  if  established,  the 
Minister  of  Education  stated  to  your  Committee,  he  would 
subsidize  to  the  extent  of  $2,000,00  per  annum.  We 
must  arouse  the  community  to  the  necessity  of  action  in 
this  direction. 

Methods  of  business  are  constantly  changing  but 
we  do  not  change  our  methods  of  training  to  meet  them — 
the  explanation  of  this  probably  is  that  practical  business 
men  have  had  no  part  in  the  preparation  of  educational 
curricula,  which  have  failed  to  recognize  the  necessity  of 
an  education  that  bears  some  relation  to  the  present 
environment  or  probable  future  of  the  student.
